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DEMOCRATS BLOCKADE 
THE STATE. SENATE 


Put a Stop to Business Because 
a Demand Is Refused. 








Republicans Decline to Recall a Tax 
Bill and the Minority Proceed 
to Hold Up All Bills.

ALBANY, March 2.—Senator Grady, 
minority leader, to-night committed his 
party associates in the Senate to a position 
which, if adhered to, may prolong the ses- 
sion of the Legislature into the Summer 
months. 

Because the majority refused to recall 
the Stevens inheritance-tax measure, 
passed last Thursday without objection, in 
order that the minority members might be 
recorded upon it, Senator Grady gave no- 
tice that no bill would be allowed to pass 
the Senate from now until the end of the 
session unless there were twenty-six Re- 
publican Senators present to vote for it. 

He proceeded to carry out his threat at 
to-night’s session. After a vain effort to 
change the attitude of the minority, Sena- 
tor Malby, who was acting as the Repub- 
lican floor leader, was compelled to make 
a motion for adjournment, the majority 
being unable to do business because of the 
absence of three of their number, Senators 
White, Stewart, and Elsberg. 

It was one of the stormiest nights in the 
Senate within the recollection of the oldest 
legislators. The tempest raged until the 
leaders on both sides were worn out by the 
vehemence of their oratory. 

At first the Republican Senators did rot 
realize that Senator Grady was in earnest 
in the position which he took, and when 


they did realize it they had gone too far 
to compromise without the appearance of 
completely backing down. 

-This they were indisposed to do, and so 
the fight was carried on to the bitter end, so 
far as to-night’s session was concerned. 
And Senator Grady vowed in his last im- 
passioned declaration that it would be car- 
ried on until the Republicans yielded or 
brought the session of the Legislature to a 
close. 

* Just before Senator Malby’s motion to ad- 
jeurn was put Senator Foley announced 
that the mincrity members would hold a 
eonference to-morrow at 10 o'clock in the 
Senate library. When interviewed, he said 
that the object of the conference was for 
the minority members to consider and agree 


upon a pian of action upon which they 
would be entirely harmonious. 
Tie Stevens Inheritance Tax bill, over 


which the trouble arose, is one of the Gov- 
ernor’s tax measures. It imposes a tax of 
1 per cent. upon all direct inheritances of 
over $10,000. It is estimated that the bill 
will raise $900,000 a year. When it came up 
in the Senate last Thursday Senator Grady 
Was absent. 

No objection was offered to 
member of the minority present, and it 
went through without a dissenting vote. 
This occasioned surprise, no persons being 
more amazed than the leaders of the ma- 
jority. They had expected the minority to 
make a hard fight on the measure.

Upon Senator Foley's assurances few if 
any of the Democratic Senators even 
thought it necessary to respond when their 
names were called, and all who did were 
recorded as having voted in favor of the 
bill. 

When it became known that the minority 
members had assisted in passing one of 
the Governor's tax measures imposing an 
additional burden upon real estate there 
“was some criticism made, and the under- 
standing here is that Charles F. Murphy, 
leader of Tammany. Hall, was much 
wrought up over what had occurred. He 
is said to have demanded that the Demo- 
cratic Senators ask for the recall of the 
bil] in order that they might register their 
protest against it. 


BEGINNING OF THE FIGHT. 


Be this as it may, the Senate had not 
proceeded very far with the calendar to- 
night when Senator Grady offered a reso- 
Iution that the bill be recalled in order that 
an opportunity might be afforded to Dem- 
ocratic Senators to be recorded on the 
measure as they desired. ; 

Senator Malby objected to the resolution. 
This angered Senator Grady. In a fiery 
manner and resounding voice he asked 
whether the majority intended to deny the 
minority any and all courtesy. 


“In ail my experience in the Senate,”’ he 
said, ‘‘I’ have never seen a more brutal 
It is ab- 


display of partisanship than this. 1 
golutely indecent. Members of the minority 
are recorded upon a bill which involves the 
raising of $1,000,000 in a way which does 
violence to their convictions, and when they 
ask the privilege of having their record 
eorrected it is denied them. Any member 
of the minority who would submit to such 
treatment as that has no regard for his 
gelf-respect. I demand a roll call on the 
resolution.” 

The roll call was taken and resulted 21 
to 21. The vote being a tie, President 
Raines declared the resolution lost. This 
brought forth another outbreak of oratory 
from Senator Grady. He denounced the 
action of the majority in unmeasured 
terms, and said that so far as he was con- 
cerned, the Republicans having thrown 
courtesy and decency to the winds. he 
would not assist them in passing a single 
measure from now wntil the close of the 

ssion. 
ee Unless you have twenty-six_Republican 
Senators in their seats,’’ he said, “‘ you can 
count on nothing going through this Senate 
that my vote will prevent. I shall demand 
a roll call on every bill. Every single piece 
of legislation I have here can go by the 
board. And ask my colleagues of the 
minority to act with me in resenting the 
indecent affront which has been put upon 
us by the majority.” 

The first bill reached on the calendar 
after Senator Grady’s threat was one of 
his own. He demanded a roll call upon it, 
and when his name was called asked to be 
excused from voting. There was no oppo- 
sition to the bill. 

The next bill was one introduced by Sen- 
ator Malby to provide for the division of 
union free school districts. Although it 
was introducel by Senator Malby, it was 
drawn by Senator McClelland, a Democrat. 
Senator McClellan acknowledged to the 
Senate that the bill was his measure and 
that he would have to rebel and vote for 
it. Senators McCarren and Foley also 
voted for it. It did not receive the requirea 
number of votes and was lost.

REPUBLICAN LEADER EXPLAINS. 


*“‘Senator White is so seriously ill that 
he may not be able to return to the Senate 
during the session,’’ he said; ‘' Senator 
Stewart is by the bedside of his wife, who 
is dangerously ill, and Senator Elsberg is 
kept away by illness in his family. The 
Senator from the Fourteenth knows these 
facts, and he knows that if he persists,in 
his attitude he will block the business of 
the Senate. If he is willing to do that let 
him take the responsibility.’’ 

Senator Grady retorted that the excuse of 
the Republican leader was no excuse. The 
Stevens bill, he said, could be advanced toa 
third reading in the Assembly and brought 
back to the Senate and held until such time 
as the Republicans did have enough votes 
to pass lit. 

Senator McClelland of Westchester said 
he was in entire accord with the position 
which Senator Grady had taken. He re- 
ferred to the fact that he owed his seat in 
the Senate to the inability of Senator Mills, 
his predecessor, to explain his vote in favor 
of a bill introducel by Senator Brackett in 
the interest of Richard Canfield, the Sara- 
toga gambler. 

“J do not want to suffer as Mills suf- 
fered,’ he said, ‘‘and unless the Stevens 
bill is recalled no amount of explanation 
on my part will set me right.”’ 

The Rogers bill failed, as did also the 
Malby bill, to authorize the acquisition by 
the United States of lands in the City of 
New York as a site for a marine hospital. 
Senator Malby then concluded that it was 
useless to protract the session as it was 
evident that owing to the attitude of the 
minority it was impossible to transact any 
business. He accordingly made the motion 
to adjourn. 


SIX KILLED; A SCORE 
HURT IN EXPLOSION. 


Disaster Wrecks Edison Cement Plant 
in New Jersey—Bodies of Workmen 
in the Burning Ruins at New 
Village Near Stewartsville. 
Special to The New York Times. 
STEWARTSVILLE, N. J., March 2.—An 
explosion in the Edison Portland cement 
plant, at New Village, two. miles cast of 
here, this evening, killed six persons and 
injured a score of others. Property valued 

at $100,000 was destroyed. 

The explosion occurred at 5:40 o'clock, 
just as the shifts were changing from day 
to night forces, and many were injured 
whose names it is yet impossible to learn. 
The plant employs about 350 men on each 
force. The cause of the disaster is un- 
known. The explosion was in the coal 
blower house, where the coal is ground to 
dust to be fed to the burners which trans- 
form the chalk into cement clinker ready 
for grinding into cement. It may have been 
caused by spontaneous combustion. The 
flying timbers and machinery injured many 
persons after the explosion had ended. 

As soon the news spread the work- 
men’s families rushed to the plant, women 
and children screaming, and calling for 
their husbands and fathers, who were sup- 
posed to be in the wreckage. Messages 
were sent to this place and Washington for 
physicians, and the Fire Department of the 
latter place was called out. It was car- 
ried to the scene on a special train. 

The excitement was augmented by the 
fact that there were seventy tons of coal- 
dust in the bins, and it was believed that 
it was liable to explode at any moment, 
spreading fire to the oil tanks to the south 
of the coal-blower house. Flames soon 
started in the wrecked builging, and it 
seemed that a general conflagration would 


as 


ensue That, however, was averted, though 
the coal-blower house, the cold-storage 
house, and the coal-dryer house are in 
ruins. 


The coal blower house was 150 by 75 feet 
three stories high. The cold-storage house 


was 20 by 20, and the coal-drier house 
DO by 70, each being three stories in 
height. A special train was run from 


Easton to take the injured from the wreck 
to the Easton Hospital. Coroner L. N., 
Shrope of Warren County engaged an un- 
dertaker to care for the dead. 

The scene about the wreck was horrify- 
ing. Men whose faces were burned to a 
crisp were crying piteously for help, and 
the bodies of the dead could be seen where 
the flames were gradually creeping toward 
them. The following are the names of the 
victims, so far as known:

The Edison cement plant has beer in oper- 
ation about three years, and represents a 
large investment. The plant has suffered 
seriously from accidents, and was just be- 
ginning to enjoy a prosperous season, 

The buildings destroyed are the most 
necessary of the whole plant, and a total 
suspension of work must result. The com- 
pany is financed by New York and _ Phila- 
delphia capitalists, William H. Shemer- 
dine of Philadelphia being President. 
Thomas A. Edison is interested in the 
works. The Superintendent, E. A. Darling, 
was seriously if not fatally burned.

He has tried to get 
control of this company by pretending that 


an Eastern syndicate desired to buy all 
the lightin and power plants in the 
city, but the Directors would not sell. 


Spreckels’s offers for stock have advanced 
the price from $48 to $58 per share. 

Spreckels’s youngest son, Rudolph, is a 
Director in the gas company.

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DELAWARE FIGHT ENDS; 
TWO SENATORS ELECTED 


One Union and One Regular Re- 
publican Chosen. 








Rival Factions Brought Together by 
Congressman Dick — Addicks Says 
He Will Try Again in 1904. 





DOVER, Dei., March 2.—The Union and 
Regular factions of the Republican Party 
reached an agreement to-day which result- 
ed in the election of two United States Sen- 
ators by the State Legislature, and for the 
first time in four years the State of Dela- 
ware has secured full representation in the 
upper house of Congress. The successful 
candidates ara State Senator J. Frank Al- 
lee, (Union Republican,) elected to the Sen- 
atorship which expires in 1907, and Con- 
gressman L. Heisler Ball, (Regular Re- 
pubtican,) elected to fill the term expiring 
in 1905. 

The election was undoubtedly due to 
pressure from Washington brought to bear 
upon the Regular Republicans in the Leg- 
islature who have so long opposed the 
election of J. Edward Addicks or any of 
his adherents to the United States Senate. 
Congressman Dick of Ghio came to Dover 
to-day. He established headquarters at the 
Hotel Richardson, where, prior to the joint 
session of the Legislature, he received a 
delegation from each Republican faction. 
He advised the acceptance by the Regular 
Republicans of the Union Republicans’ 
proposition agreed upon in Philadelphia 
Saturday, that a Union Republican be 
clected to the long term Senatorship and a 
Regular Republican for the short term, 
Addicks himself being eliminated. The 
election is regarded here as an Addicks 
victory. 

Anticipating the likelihood of an agree- 
ment between the Republican factions, 
Democratic State Chairman Saulsbury pre- 
sented a proposition to the regular Repub- 
licans, agreeing to use his influence for the 
election, with the aid of the Democrats, of 
twe regular Kepublicans to the United 
States Senate. ‘his proposition was ap- 
yroved by the Advisory Committee of the 

emocratic State Committee, but was not 
ratified by the Democratic legislators in 
caucus. The Democrats unanimously 
agreed to vote for one regular Republican, 
but rejected the plan of electing two. 

In the meantime the compromise was 
eftected between the regular Republicans 
and the Addicks (Union) Republicans. 

The election of the two Senators took 
place this afternoon, and was effected on 
the thirty-sixth ballot cast for Senators at 
the present session of the Legislature. 
When the roll had been called, Represent- 
ative Holcomb (Democrat) moved to ad- 
journ. Speaker Ellison refused to entertain 
the motion. Holcomb appseee from the 
decision of the Chair. e Speaker paid 
no attention to the appeal. Becoming angry, 


Mr. Holcomb said: 
“If you are going to crown your work of 
infamy of years by showing to the world 


that you are afraid to treat one another | 


fairly we want to put you on record.”’ 
The roll was called then, the ballot re- 


sulting as follows: ss

H. Hughes, (Dem.,) 1; Woodburn Martin,

There was much shouting and general 
rejoicing when the result was announced. 
Mr. Addicks was the first to congratulate 
Senator Allee, and he was followed by a 
long procession of legislators and spec- 
tators, all of whom were anxious to shake 
the hand of the successful candidate. 

In expectation of a settlement of the 
Senatorial difficulty politicians and promi- 
nent men from every section of the State 
were present at to-day’s sessions of the 
Legislature and filled the House of Repre- 
sentatives to suffocation. Men were stand- 
ing upon the window ledges, and so com- 
pact was the crowd that many of the 
spectators stood upon the shoulders of 
others, supporting themselves against the 
walls of the assembly room. The ap- 
pearance of Congressman Dick in the hall 
was the signal for wild and prolonged ap- 


plause. During the voting he occupied a 
seat in the hall, and beside him sat Mr. 
Addicks. The latter evinced much satis- 
faction with the result. 


“JT am very happy,” shid Mr. Addicks, 
subsequently. ‘It gratifies me to make 
one of my best friends, J. Frank Allee, 
United States Senator. He deserves the 
place from a party viewpoint and greatly 
strengthens the Union Republicans and 
myself in making the fight to carry the 
State in 1904 for the President. I propose 
to help elect a majority of the Legislature 
of 1904 favorable to my candidacy for 
the United States Senate.”’ 

**T have only to say,”’ said Senator Allee, 
“that I sincerely regret that I have to fill 
the place that belongs to Mr. Addicks.”’ 

The two Senators will report at Washing- 
ton on Wednesday. Dr. Ball's term as a 
member of Congress expires on that day. 


ADDICKS’S LONG FIGHT. 


John Edward Addicks began his long 
struggle for a seat in the Senate in 1888, 
when the term of Eli Saulsbury was about 
to expire. Although unknown to the poli- 
ticlans of Delaware, he obtained some 
backing, but when the Republican Legisla- 
ture met in January, 1889, the caucus nomi- 
nation went to Anthony Higgins. In 1892 


Mr. Addicks again entered the Senatorial 
field, but the Democrats carried the State, 
and George Gray was elected to the Sen- 


ate. 

In 1894, when Mr. Higgins's term was 
about to expire, Addicks made his third 
essay for the Senatorship. Six votes were 
east for him. A protracted dead-lock en- 
sued, lasting from Jan. 14 until May 9. Col. 
Henry A. Du Pont was formally declared 
elected by Speaker McMullin of the House, 
but he actually lacked one vote of a ma- 
jority. Speaker Watson (Dem.) of the Sen- 
ate and Acting Governor of the State, de- 
clared the joint convention adjourned sine 
die without an election—a position in which 
he was sustained by the Senate at Wash- 


ington. 
From that time dates the split of the 
patty into the two factions styled Union 


and Regular Republicans. Each faction put 
a State ticket in the field in 1896, which 
threw the election to the Democrats and 
sent Richard R. Kenney to the Senate. 
dicks returned to the fight in: 1898, when 
there was another dead-lock lasting until 
the adjournment of the Legislature, in 
March, 1899. 

Then came the great campaign of 1900, 
in which two Senators were to be elected— 
one for the term which began in 1899 and 
another for the term beginning in 1901, 
Addicks was nominated by his followers 
for both the long and short terms. On 
Feb. 19 four of the Regulars went over to 
Addicks for the short term, and on March 
1 two others followed them, increasing the 
Addicks vote to twenty-two, but leaving 
him still five short. The vote for the long 
term remained unchanged, and the session 


came to a close March 7 with the two 
seats still unfilled. 
Last vear the two Republican factions 


united on a State ticket, which was elected. 
When the balloting began, on Jan. 20 of 
this year, Addicks again turned up as a 
candidate for both terms, receiving twenty- 
one votes for the long term and nineteen 
for the short term. The lines remained 
practically anbroken until to-day. 


MR. BALL ON THE RESULT. 


Senator-Elect Expects Future Harmony 
—Republicans Welcome Him in 
the Senate Chamber.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The creden- 
tials of the two Senators-elect from Dela- 
ware are to be sent here to-night. A num- 
ber of Delaware Republicans are coming 
over to-morrow to see them take the oath.

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It is expected they will be sworn in to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Representative Ball, one of the Senators- 
elect, when asked about the compromise, 
said: ‘It seems to be the proper solution 
of the long fight which has been on in Del- 
aware Republican politics ever since 1885. 
One Senator has been taken from each fac- 
tion, Mr. Addicks having retired in the in- 
terest of harmony, and Mr. Allee elected. 

“It is to be hoped that this will end the 
factional fight in Delaware, and that it 
means harmony in the future. I enieeigas 
no trouble in the matter of State patron 
age. I think Mr. Allee and myself will 
have no trouble in agreeing on patronage, 
for we are personal friends, although we 
have differed somewhat in party politics 
in the past. I think the State will be per- 
manently Republican now.” 

Asked about the story that Mr. Allge 
would resign, and that Mr. Addicks woud 
be appointed to succeed him, Mr. Ball 


plied: 

**I do not believe it. I believe Mr. Allee 
will serve his full term. I think this agree. 
ment is made in good faith.” 

There was a demonstration in the Senate 
before an hour elapsed after the Delaware 
election. Representative Loudenslager of 
New Jersey, Vice Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Ccngressional Campaign Committee, 
entered the Chamber escorting Mr. Ball 
and introduced him to Senators right and 
left. A group of distinguished men gathere 
around the Senator-elect whose choice has 
ended one of the longest dead-locks in the 
history of any party in the United States, 
and congratulated him and his State on 
the result. 

Senator Teller, who was speaking, for a 
time could hardly make himself heard, 
and finally stopped until the Dela- 
warean had retired to a cloak room, where 
he was joined by more Republican Sena- 
tors and again congratulated on his elec- 
tion. Mr. Ball presented himself to Ser- 
geant at Arms Ransdell, and with him 
chose a seat over on the Democratic side 
in what has become known as the “ Chero- 
kee Strip.’’ Senator Allee will have a seat 
there near his colleague. 

he question arose soon after it 
known that an election had taken place as 
to whether the Senators-elect would be en- 
titled to pay for the terms for which they 
had been elected. The story went quickly 
around that Mr. Ball getting the term 
which has been vacant for four years would 
be entitled to $20,000 back pay, and Mr. 
Allee, naving the other term, of which two 
years has passed, would draw $10,000 for 
the two days’ service he will render this 
session.

THE SUCCESSFUL CANDIDATES. 

Janes Frank Allee was born in Dover 
forty-six years ago. His father was a 
jeweler and watchmaker and from him Mr. 
Allee learned the trade and afterward suc- 
ceeded him in the business, which he still 
conducts in Dover. 

After the appearance of J. Edward Ad- 
dicks in Delaware politics in 1889, Mr. Al- 
lee became actively interested in political 
matters, and closely associated with the 
Addicks wing of the Republican Party. He 


was elected to the State Senate on the 
Union Republican ticket 1n 1898 and 1902, 
Opposed to him were Democratic and Reg- 
ular Republican candidates. 

Mr. Allee is also associated in business 
with Mr. Addicks. He is President of the 
Bay State Gas Company of Delaware and 
the Staten Island Brick Company. 

Dr. Lewis Heisler Ball was born near 
Stanton, Del., on Sept. 21, 1861. His early 
education was obtained at Milltown and at 
Rugby Academies, Wilmingtdn, Del. He 
Was graduated from Delaware College at 
Newark, Del., in 1882, with the degree of 
Ph. B., and from the medical department 
of the University of Pennsylvania in 18835 
with the degree of M. D.

BRITISH DISLIKE OF GERMANY. 


London Times Says Lord Lansdowne 
Does Not Realize the Country’s 
Attitude.

LONDON, March 3.—In an editorial 
article on the debate on the Venezuelan 
affair in the House of Lords yesterday, 
The Times says that Lord Lansdowne 
unfortunately showed that he did not ap- 
preciate the objections entertained in 
Engiand to co-operation with Germany. 
He has persistently treated them as if 
they were founded on nothing but re- 
sentment aroused by the indiscriminate 
German abuse of Great Britain during 
the South African war.

Capt. Max F. Schmittberger of the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station was appointed 
an Inspector of Police by Commissioner 
Greene yesterday afternoon. That action 
was taken notwithstanding much opposi- 
tion from persons holding public office and 

ex-city officials, and considerable adverse 

public sentiment because of the Captain's 
confessed wrongdoing as a policeman in 
the past. He was assigned immediately to 
the First Inspéction District, popularly 
known as the “ Red Light’ District. Capt. 

George F. Titus of the Oak Street Station, 

and formerly in charge of the Detective 

Bureau, also was promoted to an Inspector- 

ship at the same time. He was assigned 

to the Sixth Inspection District, in the 
Both will begin their new duties 
this morning. 

Formal charges against Capt. Schmitt- 
berger, which were expected by many, were 
not made. Commissioner Greene said that 
on Sunday night District Attorney Jerome, 
who had attacked Capt. Schmittberger bit- 
terly, told him that he had obtained no 
evidence upon which charges would be war- 

ranted. The Commissioner had thereupon

decided to make the promotion at once, in 
view of his lack of knowledge of any laxity 
on the Captain's part since his 
at the time of the Lexow in- 
vestigation and his high standing in the 
civil service examination. District Attor- 
ney Jerome, however, when asked whether 
the appointment of Capt. Schmittberger 
would close the incident, so far as he was 
concerned, said: ‘I have not said so.” 

Commissioner Greene summoned the two 
Captains to report at Police Headquarters 
yesterday afternoon, and they arrived there 
at about the same time, soon after 3:30 
o'clock. They went directly to the office of 
Chief Clerk Kip, where Mr. Kip pinned an 
Inspector's badge on the coat of each. They 
then went to Gen, Greene’s office, where 
they were sworn in. All of the Inspectors, 
and Capt. Langan of the Detective Bureau, 
who had been sent for, were present, and 
after the new Inspectors had taken the 
oath the Commissioner addressed them all. 
He said that he wanted each Inspector to 
report te him on March 11 all that they 
could learn concerning the Raines law ho- 
tels in their respective districts. 

After ——- the Inspectors, Commis- 
sioner Greene said: 

“LT decided to promote Capt. Schmitt- 
berger for the Adllowing reasons: 

‘ First—His “ability and skill as a police 
officer are not disputed. 

‘“Second—The nature and extent of the 
immunity promised to him in 1894 preclude 
the possibility of my giving any considera- 
tion to his conduct prior to that date. 

‘*Third—I have sought by every means 
to learn the facts in regard to his conduct 
since that date, and particularly during the 
last fovr years, and I have not discovered 
any evidence, nor has any evidence been 
brought to me, which would justify prefer- 
ring charges against him. 

** Fourth—lUnder these circumstances 
Capt. Schmittberger, being at the head of 
the eligible list and a vacancy existing in 
the grade of Inspector, is clearly entitled 
to promotion. 


COULD WAIT NO LONGER. 


“‘T reached my decision to promote Capt. 
Schmittberger last night. I met District 
Attorney Jerome and asked him if he had 
any evidence on which to base charges 
against the Captain. He said that he had 
no evidence that Capt. Schmittberger had 
not done his duty as a police officer, and 
none on which to base charges. I told Mr. 
Jerome then and there that I could not 
wait for him any longer, and that 1 would 
have to promote Schmittberger. 

‘*In the matter of the promotion of Capt. 
Titus, there was less difficulty or doubt. 
He also is a skilled police officer, and he 
stands second on the eligible list. No 
charges or complaints of any kind have 
ever been made against him on the records 
of the department. His appointment fills 
the last vacancy now existing in the grade 
of Inspector.’ 

When asked if he had had a talk with 
President Roosevelt concerning Schmitt- 
berger’s appointment, Gen. Greene said: 

* The President expressed no opinion on 
the subject to me; in fact, we did, not dis- 
cuss the appointment of Schmittberger to 
the grade of Inspector.” 

Commissioner Greene said that he had in- 
quired of Recorder Goff. who was senior 
counsel for the Lexow Committee at the 
time Capt. Schmittberger made his con- 
fession, the nature and extent of the im- 
munity which was promised to Capt. 
Schmittberger after he had been indicted. 
In response, Mr. Goff sent a letter to the 

Commissioner, which Gen. Greene gave out.

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bector Schmittberger said to a reporter: 

‘There will be something doing in the 
First District pretty soon. Just wait and 
see,”" he added, rolling his cigar in his 
mouth and slowly winking his left eye. 
“My policy there will be simply to en- 
torce the law. As long as I have been in 
the Police Department in this city I have 
never done duty in the ‘Red Light’ Dis- 
trict. I have heard that it is a pretty 
tough district. Heretofore when the boards 
wanted certain bad districts cleaned up 
they sent for Schmittberger. I am going 
to clean up the First District. No, I do 
not want to say anything about what has 
been said about me. I mean to do what 
is right, and I will do what is right. As 
I said when I get settled in the new dis- 
trict there will be something doing there.” 

When a reporter called at Dr. Parkhurst’s 
he said: 

“The comment I want to make can be 
made in a very few words. .

END MAY NOT BE YET. 

“It am not responsible for it. I cannot 
help it.’’ said District Attorney Jerome late 
in the afternoon, when informed of the 
promotion of Schmittberger and Titus. “I 
have not changed my views on Schmitt- 
berger. I am still of the opinion that he 
will not make an efficient Inspector, al- 
though I admit that I have no legal evi- 
dence to establish that fact. I base my 
opinion on the circumstance that he con- 
fessed certain things before the Lexow 
Cornmittee which showed him to be an in- 
efficient police ofifcer. The fact that he 


was granted immunity did not undo the 
wrong that he had done. You would not 
want to employ a pardoned criminal as 
cashier of a bank, nor do I think the public 
Wants a Captain who has confessed to 
wrongdoing’ promoted to one of the highest 
positions on the force. 

“I think Commissioner Greene was 
practically driven to do what he has done. 
Capt. Schmittberger was first on the eli- 
gible list, and while the Commissioner 
might have gotten out of appointing him, 
the law is unfortunately such that a loyal 
obedience to its spirit compelled the action 
taken. Had he acted otherwise he would 
have evaded the spirit of the law. That, no 
doubt, was the way Gen. Greene looked at 
it. I don't think his estimate of Schmitt- 
berger differs very much from mine.” 

“What, in your opinion, will be the at- 
titude of the Captains he is set to com- 
mand? Do you think any of them will ob- 
ject?’’ Mr. Jerome was asked. 

‘“*IT have no doubt al! of them will object, 
but the objection, it seems, is overruled, 
and I suppose they will have the benefit of 
an exception,” said the District Attorney 
with a smile. 

“Will this close the Schmittberger inci- 
dent so far as you are concerned? ” 

**T have not said so.” 

Before Schmittberger had been appointed, 
District Attorney Jerome in an interview 
said that he knew gambling houses and 
other illegal resorts were flourishing in his 
precinct until the controversy regarding his 
fitness for an Inspectorship began. 

“Then they were closed all of a sudden, 
and that only proves to me that if a Cap- 
tain really wants to clean up a precince 
he can do so."’ said Mr. Jerome. 

Inspector Sckmittberger was appointed a 
patrolman in 1873. He soon rose to Rounds- 
man, and in i876 was made a detective, 
serving for seven years in that capacity. 
His record of arrests and convictions in 
notable cases made him very prominent as 
a peliceman. His record was that of send- 
ing S76 criminals to the State prison. In 
J882 he was appointed to a Sergeantcy. In 
1890 he was made a Captain. He was ag- 
gressive all the while, and when. in the 
Nineteenth Precinet the citizens of that 
vrecinct presented him with a gold medal 
in appreciation of his services ‘in cleaning 
the district. 

When the Lexow committee’s investiga- 
tion came hidden things were revéaled. 
Schmittberger made confessions of having 
made ‘‘collections'’’ from_ policy shops, 
gambling houses, and disorderly houses un- 





der the ‘‘ system.’ He Said that he divided 
the spoils with officials “‘ higher up.” His 
evidence saved him from State prison. His 
friends declare that he confessed in good 
faith, with the intention to reform, and 
that he has been “ straight "’ since. 


Titus is the youngest man ever appointed 
to the grade of Inspector. He is forty-four 
years old and has been in the department 
seventeen years. He was rapidly promoted, 
and in 1897 he reached the rank of Cap- 
tain. Later he was appointed Captain of 
Detectives. When Commissioner Greene 
went into office he reorganized the Detec- 
tive Bureau, putting Inspector Brooks in 
charge, and Titus was sent to the Oak 
Street Station. 


PLAIN TALK AT WHITE HOUSE. 


The President Gives Forcible Expres- 
sion to His Sentiments Regarding 
Senator Carmack.

WASHINGTON, March 2. — President 
Roosevelt had a chance to-day to express 
his opinion of Senator Carmack of Ten- 
nessee, and did it forcibly. 

W. S. Morgan, ex-Secretary of State for 
Tennessee, wants to be appointed a mem- 
ber of the Isthmian Canal Commission, and 
the Tennessee delegation in Congress is 
favorable to the appointment. The delega- 
tion, nearly all of whom are Democrats, 
went to the White House to-day in a body 


and laid before the President the claims 
of their candidate. Senator Carmack did 
not go. 


The President listened to the Tennes-

‘IT am always glad,’ he said, ‘‘to do 
anything I can for you. Any recom-

ITHACA’S TYPHOID EPIDEMIC. 








ITHACA, March 2.—The roll of victims of 
the typhoid epidemic was increased to-day 
by the death of Miss Mary L. Birdsall and 
Mrs. Davenport, both citizens of Ithaca. 
The condition of the student patients in 
the Cornell infirmary was reported to be 
the best to-day of any during the epidemic. 

To-day’s election on the question of 
municipal control of the waterworks of 
Ithaca resulted in an overwhelming victory 


for city ownership, there being 1,335 votes 
in the affirmative and only 30 in the nega- 
tive. 

The result of the vote has brought cheer 
to the town, where there was to-day much 
depression by reason of the fact that yes- 
terday and to-day five persons had died in 
and around Ithaca, all of whom had con- 
tracted typhoid fever in Itheza. 

Seven new cases have been reported 
the last twenty-four hours. It is estimated 
to-day that there are 600 persons in Ith- 
aca who are suffering from typhofd fever, 
and probably 200 others elsewhere who 
have contracted the disease here. 

To date 19 Cornell students have died 
trom typhoid, of whom 18 were mate 
students. This makes almost 1 per cent. 
of the male students of Cornell who have 
died of the fever within three weeks. 


AUBURN, N. Y., March 2.—Fred Wake 
died this morning from typhoid fever con- 
tracted at Cornell, where he was a fresh- 
man. This makes the second death from 
this cause among Auburn students, 

Four others are sick, one now lying at 
death's door.

Democratic Opposition in the 
Senate Practically Kills It. 





Probably Will Be Laid Aside To-day 
When an Attempt to Get a Vote 
on the Philippine Bill Will 
Be Made.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—A determined 
and successful opposition developed to-day 
to the passage of the Aldrich bill. 
When the Senate adjourned Saturday 
the indications for a vote some _ time 
to-day were favorable. It was  under- 
stood that a number of speeches would 
made against certain features of 
bill, but it was expected with the ac- 
ceptance of amendments and modifications 
the opposition would be content and allow 
a vote to be taken. Yesterday there was 
every evidence of a disposition to interpose 
factious opposition on the part of a few 
of the Democratic Senators, and this after- 
noon these gentlemen, led by Senators 
Dubois and Rawlins, began a filibuster that 
was maintained during the afternoon and 
continued to-night. 

To-night Mr. Aldrich practically admits 
that the bill is dead. Its death warrant was 
signed when Senator Carmack announced 
in the Senate this evening that the Demo- 
erats would use every means in their power 
to prevent its passage. 

The Aldrich bill probably will be laid aside 
when the Senate meets to-morrow, and 
Senator Lodge will move the consideration 
of the Fhilippine Tariff bill, and try to get 
a vote thereon, although it generally 
regarded as impossible to get a vote on it 
at this late day in the session. 

The Democratic Senators began to-day 
where they left off Saturday and their 
speeches and actions showed every mark of 
determined filibustering. Senator Aldrich, 
recognizing the desperate situation in which 
the bill was placed, allowed it to be laid 
aside temporarily until late in the after- 
noon, when the General Deficiency Appro- 
priation bill could be finished. After that 
he was willing to be gracious and allow 
Senator Foraker to make an attempt to 
pass the Hawaiian Irrigation bill. 

When this long standing bone of conten- 
tion had dragged along for three-quarters 
of an hour and showed signs of the usual 
prolonged controversy that has hitherto 
signalized its consideration, he insisted on 
the special order. When the Aldrich bill 
was taken up Senator Teller resumed his 


argument against it. The Republican Sena- 
tors contributed little to the discussion. 
Their only course was to sit still and let 
the opposition discuss the subject to ex- 
haustion. Senator Carmack set the exam- 
ple by delivering a fiery and defiant chal- 
lenge to the majority to take up and finish 
the Philippine investigation. No Senator on 
the other side uttered a sound in reply to 
him.

He criticised the Aldrich bill, 
saying there was no limit as to the amount 
of money the Secretary of the Treasury 
can put in a National bank with a small 
capital, and said that he could not under- 
stand how any Senator could draw such a 
bill and undertake to defend it. ‘‘He must 
surely have supposed that nobody would 
have discovered it,’’ he added. 

‘*Nobody ever thought of 


Morgan at- 


offering this 


bill,” he continued, ‘‘ until the speculative 
idea struck the Senator from Rhode 
Island. I beg your pardon, it struck the 


Secretary of the Treasury first.” 

The Secretary of the Treasury, he de- 
clared, foreed the Wall Street brokers and 
gamblers in a tight place and did as all 
Secretaries of the Treasury, including Sec- 
retary Carlisle, have found it necessary 
from time to time to do. ‘‘ whenever those 
gentlemen got into trouble all the powers 
of the United States drifted up to help 
them.” 

He said he admired the generosity of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in flying to the 
relief of these people. “It is a mock 
patriotism,”’ he said. There was no sine 
cere natriotism that violates law or the 
Constitution. continued Mr. Morgan. 

Mr. Morgan was followed by Mr. McLaue ; 
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(Miss.,) who said he was curious to 
upon what Mr. Bailey (Texas) based 
his position in favor of the bill. 

“It was based,” replied Mr. Bailey, ‘‘ on 
the vague and indefinite hope that the 
Democratic Party would some time obtain 
control of this Government again, and 
only on that. 

“I will say to the author of this bill,” 
he continued facing Mr. Aldrich, ‘‘ that he 
might as well withdraw it.”’ 

He said there was no more chance for 
it*to pass the Senate than there was for the 
Statehood bill to rise out of its shallow 
grave and become a law. 

“You have no one to blame but your- 
selves,” said he, facing the Republican 
side. ‘‘ When Senators on the Democratic 
side mistakenly retaliate by filibustering 
against the Aldrich bill it comes with bad 
grace to complain.” 

He said that unless the practice of fili- 
bustering against every bill is discontinued 
the American people will compel the Sen- 
ate to change its rules. Mr. Bailey closed 
by urging that the majority, after free 
debate, have a decision. 

Mr. Tillman then was recognized, and 
convulsed the Senate by saying that “ the 
Democratic Party has been buncoed by the 
most astute politician in the United States, 
and that is Matthew Stanley Quay.” 

It was some time before order could be 
restored so great was the laughter. He 
Said that all but two Democrats had been 
led by Mr. Quay to support the Statehood 
bill, which he believed had been used for 
the purpose of preventing anti-trust legis- 
lation. 

In reply Mr. Quay said he was deeply in- 
debted to Mr. Tillman for his tribute, and 
referred to the action taken last June, 
when by unanimous consent the Statehood 
bill was made the unfinished business, and 
before the anti-trust agitation. Mr. Quay 
declared that he did not put the State- 
pees bill forward to keep back trust legis- 
ation. 


“Then the Senator from Pennsylvania 
has been buncoed by the Senator from 
Rhode Island,’’ remarked Mr. Tillman, 


causing renewed laughter. 

Mr. Patterson, (Colo.,) a member of the 
Committee on Territories, vehemently took 
exception to the statement that the mem- 
bers of the committee were dupes.

The Senate amendments to the General 
Deficiency Appropriation bill were then dis- 
agreed to and the bill was sent to confer- 
ence.

The conference report on the Agricultural 
bill was adopted, 182 to 2, and the confer- 
ence report on the Immigration bill was 
presented. With the question of the adop- 
tion of the report pending, Mr. Payne, the 


majority leader, moved a recess until 11 
o'clock to-morrow. 
The motion prevailed, 134 to 48, and at 


11:40 P. M. the House took a recess. 

Mr. Patterson read newspaper extracts 
hinting that the banking influence of the 
country. especially in New York, and the 
Railroad influences all over the union were 
using all means in their power to rush the 
Aldrich bill through, the action of the rail- 
roads being for the reason that their bonds 
would appreciate in value, He then referred 
to the course of the House Committee on 
Rules in deferring the framing of a rule 
until they found out what the Senate was 
going to do about the Aldrich bill.

THE TREVES SCHOOL CASE. 


An Indication of German Catholics’ In- 
tentions in Regard to Education.

LONDON, March 3.—The importance 
of the Treves school case, says the Ber- 
lin correspondent of The Times, lies in 
the evidence it affords of the intention of 
the Catholic ecclesiastical authorities of 
Germany, backed by the Clerical Party 
in the imperial and State Parliaments, 
to establish the principle of purely Cath- 
olic schools for Catholic children wher- 
ever circumstances permit. 

It is understood, says the correspond- 
ent, that in the elementary schools and 
boys’ gymnasia the system of appointing 
teachers in conformity with the creed of 
the local majority has hitherto worked 
well, but where, as at Treves, there is 
convent competition with a more elabo- 
rately equipped State school, the Catho- 
lics are apparently determined at least 
to get the education of their daughters 
into their own hands. 


The Bishop of Treves recently declared 
that he would refuse absolution to all those 
who attended the public non-sectarian girls’ 
school. 


IMPROVING A PACIFIC LINE. 


Two Steamships to be Built for the 


American Coast Trade. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TACOMA, Washington, March 2.—Under 
orders from President Hil] of the Great 
Northern Railway the Pacific Coast Com- 
pany is preparing to construct two 
million-dollar steamships to ply between 
Tacoma and Seattle and San Francisco. 
Their primary purpose will be to create 
traffic for the Northern Pacific dnd ‘Great 
Northern Railroads, _ 

The present routes of travel to California 
from Puget Sound comprise lines of freight 
steamers and the Oregon and California 
Railroad, which is part of the Southern Pa- 
cific system. Service by this line is not 
very rapid, and Mr. Hill's proposed eight- 
een-knot steamships making the trip to or 
from San Francisco in forty-six hours 
would beat the present rail time of the Har- 
riman railroad line by two hours. 

J. D. Farrell, assistant to President Hill, 
and recently President of the Pacific Coast 
Company, believes that passenger travel 
to and from California by the ocean route

will be greatly increased when the new 
steamers are in operation. It will take a 
year to build them, the company having 


abandoned its first idea of purchasing two 
steamers on the Atlantic Coast. 


TO HONOR VIRGINIA GENERALS.

RICHMOND, March 2.—A movement look- 
ing to the erection of the most imposing 
Confederate monument in the South was 
inaugurated here this afternoon, when a 
bill was offered in the Virginia Legisla- 
ture “‘ providing for the erection of a mon- 
ument to Robert E. Lee and his Generals.” 
Delegate Sipe of Rockingham County, 


Republican lawyer, is patron of the mea- 
sure, which took the regular course, and 
went to the Finance Committee. 

The bili appropriates $50,000 from the 
State Treasury in five annual installments 
of $10,000, to be supplemented by private 
subscriptions.

WASHINGTON, March2.— From 11 o'clock 
this morning until late to-night the House 
struggled laboriously against the Demo- 
cratic filibuster, working steadily to wind 
up the necessary business of the session. 
Despite another special rule adopted early 
in the day, legislation proceeded at a 
snail's pace. Roll call followed roll call 
on every proposition. The voices of the 
reading clerks were worn out by the cease- 
less calling of the roll, and several clerks 
from committees have been drafted to help 
out. Since Thursday Iast, when the fili- 
buster was inaugurated, there have been 
over sixty roll calls, as against fifty-seven 
for the entire long session lasting from 
December 1, 1901, to July 3, 1902, The 
members also show the effects of the heavy 
strain, but they are sticking to their posts. 
To-night the great hall presented a dis- 
heveled appearance. The floor was strewn 
with bits of paper, looking as if a snow- 
storm had swept through the hall. In the 
galleries among the spectators were many 
weary watchers interested in bills doomed 
to failure, but still hoping on to the end. 

When the House reconvened to-day the 
pending question was the adoption of the 


conference report on the Alaskan Home- 
stead bill. Mr. Richardson, the minority 
leader, in pursuance of the filibustering 


programme, attempted to make the point 
a quorum must be ascertained to be 
present before business could be transacted, 
but the Speaker declined to entertain the 
point, and a roll call was ordered on the 
pending question. 

The report was agreed to—207 to 3. 

Mr. Grosvenor, from the Committee on 
Ruies, reported the special rule devised by 
the Republican managers. It adopts the 
same methods of sending to conference 
general bills with Senate amendments

appru,..auion bills, thus cutting off several 
roll calls, and by a further provision cuts 
out the demand for the previous question 
on conference reports, thus eliminating a 
roll call on each report.

Resolved, That immediately upon the adoption 
of this order, or at any time thereafter, the 
Speaker may lay before the House the bill (H. R. 
12,199) to regulate the immigration of aliens into 
the United States now on the Speaker's table, 
and the Senate amendments thereto having been 
read, the question shall be at once taken without 
deb: or intervening motion on the following 
question: 

“Will the House disagree to said amendments 
en bloc and ask a conference with the Senate?” 

And if this motion shall be decided in the 
affirmative the Speaker shall at once appoint 
conferrees without the fntervention of any. mo- 
tion. If the House shall decide the motion in: the 





negative, the effect of said vote shall be to 
agree to said amendments and further, that for 
the remainder of this session, whenever a con- 


ference report shall have been presented and 
read, there shall be ten minutes of debate and at 
the end of that time the previous question shall 
be considered as ordered on agreeing to said re- 
port 

Mr. Underwood (Ala.) declared that the 
rule proposed to force a vote upon confer- 
ence reports on appropriation bills carrying 
millions after five minutes’ debate on a 
side. He taunted the other side for their 
inability to do business with deliberation. 
He also said it was unfair that the Immi- 
gration bill, which had been emasculated 
by the Senate, should be thrown into con- 
ference without giving the House an op- 
portunity to act. 

Mr. Williams (Miss.) protested against the 
course of the Republican partisan press in 
attributing the action of the minority in 
the House to revenge against the unseating 
of Mr. Butler. He said the country should 
Know that the situation was broader than 
that The Democratic minority, he said, 
was not acting in retaliation; it was teach- 
ing the majority that its rights must be 
respected. If reasohable time had been

the minority would 
not have been under the necessity of pur- 
suing its present course. Mr. Williams 
then turned to the rule and ridiculed the 
employment of the French phrase ‘en 
bloc,”” much to the amusement of the 
House. 


FUN POKED AT MR. GROSVENOR. 


Mr. De Armond‘attributed the phrase to 
Mr. Grosvenor, whom, he said sarcastically, 
had recently had much experience in au- 
thorship. He denounced the Republicans 
for doing business on the Sabbath. 

Mr. Grosvenor, in clesing the debate on 
the rule, remarked facetiously that when 
the Lord said, ‘‘ Six days shalt thou labor 
and do all thy work,’’ perhaps He did not 
foresee the presence on earth of the Démo- 
eratic Party. [Republican applause.] Still, 
he added, He might have done so. The in- 
junction about resctiing the ox ‘or ass on 
Sunday, if it fe}l into the pit, he said, cer- 
tainly foreshadowed the coming of the 
Democratic Party. 

Mr. Grosvenor then compared the pres- 
ent situation with that when the Demo- 
erats in the Fifty-third Congress brought 
in a rule to concur in the 600 Senate 
amendments to the Wilson Tariff bill * in 
gross.’’ The pretext of the Democrats for 
their present course, he said, was a flimsy 


excuse The minority was trying to para- 
lyze the Government, but the majority 
would not allow it to do so. 

“We are not paralyzing the Govern- 
ment,” interopsed Mr. Williams, (Miss.) 
‘An extra session could be called, and 

session would give Congress an 


such gf 
opportunity to pass the Littlefield bill."’ 

“If I were a candidate for Speaker,” re- 
plied Mr. Grosvenor smiling, ‘‘ or a candi- 
date for the minority leadership, perhaps 
I might favor an extra session. But being 
neither the one nor the other I think we 
should allow our Democratic friends to go 
home and return in December after the 
reconcentrado spirit had died out.’’ He then 
demanded the previous question. 

The previous question was ordered, 162 to 
103, and the rule was adopted, 154 to 101. 
On the latter vote Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.,) 
voted with the Democrats. 

Mr. Hemenway (ind.) then 
conference report on the Fort 
propriation bill.

Mr. Richardson (Tenn.) demanded a sec- 
ond, which was ordered, 147 to 10, the 
Speaker pro tempore (Mr. Sherman) over- 
ruling the point of no quorum. 

Mr. Cowherd (Mo.) inveighed against. the 
dangerous precedents the Republicans were 
setting in the closing days of this session, 
precedents which would come back to 
haunt them in future Congresses. He 
pointed out particularly the ruling yester- 
day that certain matters placed in the Dis- 
trict bill in conference were in order, and 
the refusal of the Speaker to entertain an 


appeal. Such a ruling, he declared, opened 
the way for “raiding and looting” the 
Treasury. 


MR. HEPBURN TARGET FOR JEERS, 


There was a good deal of jeering and con- 
fusion on both sides. It reached its climax 
when Mr. Hepburn (Iowa) arose to defend 
the rules. Hepburn, though a Republican, 
has always been a strong opponent of the 
Reed rules, and has made efforts in caucus 
to get them changed. Everything that he 


said in defense of the rules was greeted 
with derisive laughter and jeers from the 
Democrats, mingled with shouts of ‘“ No,” 
and several times he had to wait till th 
confusion subsided. 

‘You have got to take your medicine,” 
he finally shouted to the Democrats, and 
their laughter was drowned out in Repub- 
lican applause. ‘‘ Your attempt to tie up 
public business forces me to support not 
only the rules I have always opposed, but 
these new rules, which are still more 
obnoxious to me."”” The Democrats laughed 
and tendered him uproarious sympathy, 

When Mr. Olmsted of Pennsylvania rose 





to follow Hepburn there was a good imita- 
tion of Bedlam for_a few minutes. He,is 
Chairman of the Election Committee No. 
2, which unseated Butler of Missouri, and 
so gave rise to the filibuster. Ags soon as 
he addressed the chair a tremendous volley 
of groans came from the Democratic side. 
It was impossible for him to continue. The 
Speaker, rapping his gavel, said: ‘ The 
House will please be in order at least until 
the gentleman begins his speech.” 

But the appeal had no effect. The noise 
redoubled, and Olmsted stood by his desk, 
patiently waiting for the sounds of disap- 
probation to subside. Some of the Demo- 
crats began to sing. 

‘*Gentlemen will please refrain,’’ said the 
Speaker, ‘‘ not only from conversation, but 
from unseemly songs.”’ 

The laughter which this occasioned re- 
stored good feeling for a moment, and 
Olmsted was permitted to defend the ac- 
tion of his committee. He spoke about the 
corruption in Butler's district, and Mr. 
Gaines of Tennessee shouted: ‘Are you 
talking about Philadelphia?” 

“Tf these crimes had been committed in 
Philadelphia,’’ retorted Olmsted sharply, 
‘“some one would have gone to the peni- 
tentiary in thirty days.”’ 

At this the Democrats burst into a storm 
of derisive laughter and jeers, mingled 
with uncomplimentary references to the 
political purity of Philadelphia. 

Mr. Gaines attempted to break in again, 


and was sharply reprimanded by the 
Speaker. 
Mr. Olmsted declared that he had spent 


much time in‘investigating the evidence in 
the Butler case, having even worked on 
Sunday, and that the committee was jus- 
tified in unseating Butler. When he had 
finished, Mr. Vandiver of Missouri Jumped 
up, and in spite of the Speaker's attempt 
to stop him, yelled: ‘‘The gentleman's 
apology is not accepted.” 

Mr. Hepburn (Iowa) asserted that the 
Democrats were responsible for the situa- 
tion against which they now complained. 
The majority, he said, would prefer ample 
discussion of all the questions presented in 
conference reports, but the action of the 
Democrats in compelling a roll coll on every 
motion necessitated the elimination of de- 


bate. 

Messrs. Robinson, (Ind.,) 

(Penn.,) and Mr. Bartholdt (Mo.,) then 
discussed the merits of the_ election 
case, He said that if the case became a 
National issue there would not be a cor- 
poral's guard of Democrats elected to the 
House in the Fifty-ninth Congress. 

The Democrats jeered Mr. Bartholdt’s 
statements. 

The bill then was sent to conference, 203 
to i. 

Rules were suspended, and the House 
passed the bill to make provision for a 
Delegate in Congress from Porto Rico. The 
bill provides that the present resident 
Commissioner, Mr. Dagateau, shall act as 
Delegate until the first Delegate under the 
new act is elected Nov. 4, 1904. 

Similar action was taken on a bill to au- 
thorize the Register of the land office at 
Montgomery, Ala., to empower certain per- 
sons to take up public lands upon sur- 
render by such persons of all claims against 
homestead entries on land in aid of the con- 
struction of the Mobile and Girard Railroad. 

Mr. Steele (Ind.) moved to suspend the 
rules and pass the Otjen bill to prohibit 
dealers in tobacco from giving prizes or 
prize coupons with their wares. 

‘‘Is not the Tobacco Trust trying to de- 
feat this bill?'’ asked Mr. Clayton, (Ala.) 

‘“‘T do not know.” replied Mr. Steele. I 
have heard so.”’ [(Laughter.] 

The bill was passed, 164 to 9. 

The House then passed the bill_to au- 
thorize the appointment of Major William 
Crawford Gorgas as Assistant Surgeon 
General of the army. Mr, Slayden said the 
purpose of the bill was to recognize the 
conspicuous service of Dr. Gorgas in Cuba 
during the Spanish war. Over an hour was 
spent in securing a quorum on this bill. 

Mr. Gardner (N. J.) moved to suspend the 
rules and pass a bill to ascertain whether 
Lieut. Benjamin Franklin Handforth was 
insane at the time he was dismissed from 
the army, and, if so, to place him on the 
retired list of the army. 

Mr. Sulzer (N. Y¥.) remarked that it was 
strange Mr. Gardner ‘could get up the pend- 
ing bill and that he (Mr. Sulzer) could not 
get up a similar relief bill.

Denial That Senator Platt Instigated 
the Demand for Resignations. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Secretary 
the Treasury Shaw this afternoon denied 
the report that certain removals in the 
customs service at the Port of New York 
were being made for political reasons. He 
said the removals were for the good of the 
service and as a business proposition. He 
had not been consulted with reference to 
judicial appointments in the State of New 
York, anf was certain the Department of 
Justice had not been consulted with refer- 
ence to appointments in the Customs Ser- 
vice.

changes at the port, he said, were 
not made at the instance of the Senators 
of New York, though with their acquies- 
cence ana upon the recommendation of the 
Collector and the Appraiser. The Secretary 
said there was nothing sensational in con- 
nection with the removals, but that the 
Government lost more money through in- 
efficiency than it did through the actual 
fraud of customs officials. The changes 
were in the interest of more efficient ser- 
viec, after consultation with the Appraiser, 
and after no small degree of personal ex- 
amination and visits at the public stores. 

He said the removals had nothing to do 
with the silk frauds, and would have no 
effect upon prosecutions now in the hands 
of W. Wickham Smith, Special District 
Attorney in charge of the cases. 

He said there were 26,000 persons con- 
nectea with his department, and that a 
private business of that extent and im- 
pcertunce would have removals every day. 
Hic thought there was more danger of in- 
e(ficient men being retained for political 
reasons than of efficient men being dis- 
chargec for such reasons, 


According to both sides in the silk fraud 
controversy, the report that President 
Roosevelt decided to discharge three as- 
sistant customs appraisers in this city at 
the instigation of Senator Platt has no 
truth in it. The President has asked for 


the resignations of J. P. Skillman and Dr. 
Alexander Hamill. 

‘‘Dr. Hamill has charge of the drug de- 
partment in the Appraisers’ Stores and has 
nothing whatever to do with silks,” said 
W. Wickham Smith, Special Deputy Attor- 
ney General, appointed to prosecute the 
silk fraud charges against the firm of A. 
S. Roventhal & Co. ‘‘Mr, Skillman gave 
some minor testimony about a routine re- 
port before Commissioner Shields at the 
beginning of the investigations. He un- 
earthed no frauds nor was he instrumental 
in working up the case. He took charge 
of the Japanese silk department after the 
frnuds were perpetrated.”’ 

It had been staged in a dispatch from 
Washington that e dismissal of the as- 
sistant appraisers "was to be the outcome 
of a conspiracy of the local Republ'can 
machine to protect the Rosenthal firm. 

“It is true the two have been asked to 
resign,” said the Appraiser yesterday. 
‘and I know that one of them has refused 
to do so. There is no question of charges 
when an assistant appraiser is dismissed, 
for he is appointed at the pleasure of the 
President. There is no truth in the state- 
ment that a change is contemplated in the 
department of T. C. Wordin, the third man 
mentioned in the report. He has not been 
asked to resign, and I don't know that he 
ever will be.”

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Contrary to 
all expectation, the Conference Committee 
on the Immigration bill left untouched the 
clause prohibiting the sale of liquor at the 
Capitol. The clause is Section 107 of the 
bil! as finally agreed to, and is as follows: 
‘No intoxicating liquors of any character 
shall be sold within the limits of the Capi- 
tol building of the United States.” 

There ig deep gloom to-night at the Capi- 
tol. The prohibition clause has frequently 
been inserted in appropriation bills by the 
House, always in the expectation that the 
Senate would strike it out. Thus the House 
was enabled to pose virtuously before the 
temperance people of the country. The 
matter really did not affect the Senate, be- 
cause no liquor is sold in the Senate 
restaurant, and Senators who care to in- 
dulge have their private stock in their 
rooms. 

This year .the Senate became tired of 
having the House hold it up as a bibulous 
body, and it allowed the clause to remain 
in the bill, The Conference Committee was 
looked forward to with hope by the House, 
but it failed to fulfill expectations.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—President 
Roosevelt to-day set at rest all doubt as to 
a called session of the Senate to-day by is- 
suing a proclamation to convene that body 
at noon, March 5. While it was undoubted- 
ly the intention to have the Panama and 
Cuban treaties considered at this session, 
there is a possibility that the Cuban con- 
vention alone will come before it. Now 
that the session has been forced, Senator 
Morgan may permit the canal treaty to 
come to a vote before this Congress ad- 
journs. He would thus compel considera- 
tion ot the Cuban convention by the reluct- 
ant Republicans,

There are only thirteen new Senators to 
appear for the term beginning with March 
4, although thirty is the number that will 
enter upon the term beginning that date.

If the treaty is again brought up for dis- 
cussion it will be on Senator Morgan's ini- 
tiative. Senator Cullom, however, will ask 
for an agreement as to a time for a vote. 
This request will be made as a matter of 
fourm in the few executive sessions that 
will be necessary in order to complete the 
consideration of nominations that remain to 
be acted on. 

The view common to both Democratic and 
Republican Senators who are for the 
treaty and the canal, is that Mr. Morgan's 
opposition will be futile in the extra ses- 
sion, and he will have to yield after fin- 
ishing his speech giving in full his grounds 
of objection. They do not look for any pro- 
longed session and say that a fortnight at 
most will suffice to bring matters to a 
head on the canal treaty. 

As to the Cuban treaty, the expression of 
opinion is not so free. In fact, several 
Senators say that they do not expect a 
vote to be reached on this treaty at all. 

On this point the interesting story was 
started to-day that Senator Morgan was 
eonsidering the idea of surrendering his op- 
position to-morrow or Wednesday, so that 
the Senate could vote at once on the Canal 
treaty. His intention in doing this is based, 
it is said, on the consideration that he 
would be defeated in the course of a week 
or two anyway, and he has practically fin- 
ished his speech against the treaty and by 
getting out of the way now he would not 
be liable to the criticism of having de- 
stroyed the advantage this Government has 
in the option on the new Panama Canal 
Company property, 

The effect of such action on the part of 
the Alabama Senator would be that. the 
President would be in the position of hay- 
ing brought the Republican majority in 
the Senate up to the snubbing post on the 
Cuban treaty, which by the elimination of 
the canal treaty would be the only matter 
of importance left for the Senate to con- 
sider.

Although only one protest has so far 
been filed with the State Department by 
European powers against the ratificat on 
of the Cuban treaty, it is learned that \.0- 
lite but pointed inquiries, notably from 
France and other European beat-sugar pro- 
ducing countries, have supplemented the 
note filed by the British Ambassador. 

In advance of the consummation of the 
treaty, of course, no open threat could be 
made, but events are shaping themselves 
so as to warrant the expectation by the 
officials here that Europe will retaliate 
against what it regards as the unjust dis- 
crimination against European goods that 
would be involved in the application of the 
Cuban treaty. 

It is now known that the inquiries re- 
ferred to have not been confined to Wash- 
ington, but that they have also been di- 
rected to President Palma, in Havana, and 
have added to the difficulty he is under 
in securing favorable action upon the treaty 
in the Cuban Congress.

ATTACKS WASHINGTON POLICE. 


Mr. Fitzgerald of New York Accused by 
Another Congressman of a Personal 
Motive for His Criticisms.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald of New York, who was ar- 
rested on Inauguration Day, 1901, for trying 
to cross a street in disobedience of the 
police regulations, has been an enemy of 
the Police Department ever since. He had 
an item providing for an increase in the 
salary of Major Sylvester, the Chief of 
Police, stricken out of the District of Co- 
lumbia Appropriation bill when it came up 
in the House. To-day he rose in his place 
with a big bundle of manuscript in his 
hands, and made another attack on the 
Police Department. 

He declared that not only was the ad- 
ministration of the department inefficient, 
but he had reason to believe, from his in- 
vestigations, that it was corrupt. At some 
future time he intended to present the evi- 
dence, some of which he had collected. 

‘‘Haven't you got a personal motive for 
making this attack’?’’ demanded Mr. Pearre 
of Maryland. ‘“ Didn’t you run counter to 
the Superintendent of Police in the dis- 


charge of his duties on Inauguration Day?”’ 

‘‘ No, he ran counter to me,"’ replied Mr. 
Fitzgerald. 

‘That is the motive,’ said Mr. Pearre.

NO APPROPRIATION FOR 
NEW YORK’S POST OFFICE. 


Conferrees on the Sundry Civil Bill 
Leave Out the Amendmant Provid- 
ing $2,000,000 for a Site. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The conferrees 
on the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill have 
in their agreement: left out the Senate 
amendment appropriating $2,000,000 for a 
site for the New York Post Office over the 
station of the Pennsylvania Railroad. This 
amendment was offered by Senator Platt, 
favorably reported by the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds, and accept- 
ed by Senator Allison, in charge of the bill. 

Both New York Senators urged the re- 
tention of the appropriation, but the House 
conferrees would not yield. They asserted 
that the report of the New York Post 
Office Commission was sent to the Senate 
after the Sundry Civil bill had been re- 
ported, and that neither the full Senate 
committee nor the House committee had 
an opportunity to pass upon the question. 
The New York Senators were assured that 
the two committees would give the matter 
attention during the Summer; that it would 
be a year or more before excavations could 
be made on the proposed site, and that 
there would be no loss to the city by the 
delay in making the appropriation. 

Senator Allison informed the New York 
Senators that he thought it likely that both 
sites offered would be accepted, one at the 
Pennsylvania and the other at the New 
York Central Station, if upon investigation 
the reports now in hand were borne out.

NOW OPEN TO NEGROES. 


They Have Been Admitted During th# 
Last Few Days in the House 
“ Ladies’ Gallery.” 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—During the 
last few days the “ ladies’ gali¢ry ” in the 
House has been opened to negroes. This 


has never been the case before, and the in- 
novation at this time, when the negro ques- 
tion {s so prominent in the newspapers, is 
considered significant. 

The gallery in question is the one to the 
left of the gallery. It reserved 
for women and their escorts, and when 
the gallery is not full, men of respecta- 
ble appearance who have no women with 
them are sometimes admitted. Negroes, 
however, have never hitherto been ad- 
mitted. 

In some way it has apparently become 
known among the negroes of Washington 
that the ban has been taken off so far as 
this gallery is concerned, and’ they have 
been patronizing it very extensively. Many 
of them have come without. bringing wo- 
men with them. Parties of three and four 
have been entering the’ gallery. To-day 
there were more of them in the “ladies 
gallery ’’ than in the galleries usually oc- 
cupled by them.

MR. HOLT APPOINTED JUDGE. 


President Roosevelt. Names a Well 
Known Lawyer to the Bench in 
the New District. 


WASHINGTON, March 2. — President 
Roosevelt sent to the Senate to-day the ap- 
pointment of George C. Holt as United 
States Judge in the district recently cre- 
ated in Southern New York. Mr. Holt was 
indorsed generally by the bar of New York 
City. 


George Chandler Holt was born in Mex- 
ico, Oswego County, N. Y., fifty-nine years 
ago. He was graduated from Yale in the 
class of ‘66, and three years later from the 
Columbia Law School. In recent years Mr. 
Holt has taken an active part in municipal 
politics, and in 1899 was named by vari- 
ous reform organizations as an anti-Tam- 
many condidate for Justice of the Supreme 
Court. 

He has been a member of the Executive 
Committee of the Bar Association for two 
terms, and has. served on the Library 
Committee for several years. Judge Holt 
was once before a candidate for the United 
States bench, when a vacancy occurred 
that was finally filled by the appointment. 
of Judge Edward B. Thomas. 

He has, sinee the adoption of the present 
law, been a referee in bankruptcy, and is, 
regarded as an authority in that depart- 
ment.

MILLIONS ADDED TO 
CANAL ESTIMATES 





State Engineer Bond Reports on 
the 1,000-Ton Barge Plan. 





Including Enlargement of the Cham- 
plain Canal, He Places the Outside 
Figures at $100,561,091. 





ALBANY, March 2.—More than $19,000,- 
600 is added to the estimates of the im- 
provement of the State canals under the 
1,000-ton barge plan by a report made to 
the Legislature to-night by State Enginecr 
Bond. In answer to the inquiry made hy 
the Assembly he declares that $100,561,001 
would suffice to meet all charges under 
this contemplated improvement. The cost 
of the improvement outlined in the Bost- 
wick bill, however, he places at $91,674,553. 

A large part of the increase is due to 
the advance in prices of labor and material, 
for which he allows $5,900,984. 

For unseen contingencies and for the cor- 
rection of estimates that may prove 
roneous because of defective foundations 
and other causes he adds $4,365,454. 

For a barge canal from Waterford 
Whitehall, as planned by the canal 
Vocates, he sets aside $7,853,963. 

The cost of improving the Hudson River 
from Troy to Waterford and the Niagara 
River from Tonawanda to Buffalo, in case 
the Federal Government declines to under- 
take the work, he estimates at $1,403,307. 

For a barge canal! lock at the junction of 
the present Erie Cana! and the proposed 
barge canal near Fort Bull, he allows 
$129,158. 

These figures, added to the estimate of 
$81,408,115 made by tre commission of 1900, 
bring the aggregate above $100,000,000.) In 
addition Mr. Bond says that if the esti- 
mated business of the improved waterway 
should be doubled it would be necessary to 
spend $1,330,000 

Mr. Bond in his report takes pains to 
show that the estimates of 1900 were made 
as accurately as possible. He reviews the 
methods of the board which prepared these 
figures and sas: 

“I have no hesitation in asserting that 
the estimates of cost given in the barge 
cana! report were as complete and accurate 
as any estimates ever prepared within the 
time allotted for a work of such magnitude, 
ana thai they were reliable estimates of the 
cost ai that time for the improvement cov- 
erec by the report. with the one possible 
exception of the allowance for unforeseen 
cont:ngencies and expenses. 

“It is an undisputed fact that during 
the past few years the prosperity of our 
country has resulted in an increase in the 
construction of public works of all descrip- 
tions, and in the development of native re- 
sources by private capital, creating such a 
demand for labor and material that both 
have advanced in price within the past two 
years; furthermore, the fact of the State 
entering into an enterprise of this magni- 
tude would have a tendency to increase the 
price of labor anc material entering into its 
construction.”’ 

He then answers the questions put by the 
Assembly resolution. To the one relating 
to the Bostwick bill he replies:

He declares that all necessary bridges are 
provided, and gives figures as to the cost of 
dams. He expresses the opinion that suf- 
ficient provision has been made for paying 


damages to all riparian rights. He also 
believes that all probable damages to pri- 
vate property are provided for. ‘“ 


Of the estimate for right of way he says: 

The total estimated cost for right of way is 
$3,738,843, from which was taken the amount 
which it was estimated could be realized from 
the sale of abandoned lands, which was $1,966,- 
391, thus reducing the estimated cost to the State 
for right of way to $1,772,452. If the State can 
realize the amount that the abandoned lands were 
estimated to be worth, it is my belief that the 
estimate above named on right of way is ample 
under present prices of real estate. 

Of the allowance for unforeseen 
gencies and expenses, he says: 

The barge canal report estimates allow 10 per 


contin- 


cent. for engineering and contingencies. There 
Was no allowance other than the 10 per cent. 
above mentioned, but in view of the factg that 


the Assembly bill makes provision for the salaries 
and expenses of five expert civil engineers, nv 
provision for whom was made in the estimates 
for the barge canak and also considering that 
it could scarcely be expected that a work of 
this magnitude could be completed within less 
than seven years. I have deemed it wise to add 
to my former estimate 5 per cénj. to cover the 
added expense which will be ixfcurred by this 
bill and for a reasonable allowance ** for esti- 
Mates that may prove erroneous" by teason of 
unforeseen difficulties and defective foundations 
or conditions which the utmost engineering ski!l 
might not be able to determine in advance. 

In further explanation of his increased 
estimates Mr. Bond says: 

“The necessity for a barge canal lock at 
the junction uf the old canal with the new 
one near Fort Bull was not discovered in 
making up the original estimates for the 
barge canal. From the fact that at Dur- 
hamville there is a prosperous dry dock 
and boat building establishment, ] feel con- 
fident it will appea! to those in favor of 
the barge canal project to so arrange this 
lock that this industry can be retained, es- 
pecially so in view of the fact that that 
portion of the Erie Canal between Butter- 
nut Creek éast of Syracuse and this junc- 
tion will be maintained as a canal feeder. 
At the same time this lock would keep that 
portion of the present canal open for navi- 
gation by boats of the present size. 

“It was the intention of this department 
to cover every unforeseen condition in 1900 
when the estimate for a barge canal 
made. At that time many of the ruling 
unit prices were established with fhe con- 
sideration and understanding that by im- 
proved modern machinery work could be 
successfully let to reliable contractors at 
these prices. 

‘Some may still think that this barge 
canal can be built for the estimated price 
of 1900 for that reason. But I call attention 
to the fact that so far as we are to-day ac- 
quainted with conditions, there is no mod- 
ern machinery in use which was not dis- 
cussed and considered at the time of fixing 
the unit prices; and by reason of this fact 
the real increase in the price of labor and 
material entering into the consideration of 
this canal should receive recognition, as 
has been given by this revised estimate. | 

“Tt has been my earnest endeavor to be 

rfectly unbiased in analyzing and revis- 

g the estimates as covered in this report, 
and I have taken this position realizing that 
mine is an executive department only estab- 
lished for carrying out the wishes of the 

ple of the State as expressed by their 
chosen representatives. - 

“In reaching these conclusions I have 
tried to be just to those who are advo- 
cating and believe in the barge canal pro-

Child Labor Denounced and Changes in 
Existing Tenement Laws Opposed. 


Child labor and the proposed changes in 
the existing tenement laws were the sub- 
ject of vigorous resolutions by the Method- 
Preachers’ Association, at 150 Fifth 
Avenue, where both were presented yes- 
terday by the Rev. Dr. F. Mason North, 
Secretary of the New York City Church 
Extension and Missionary Society. The 
resolutions on child labor stated that city 
missionaries are all witnesses of the de- 
privations ard degeneration of childhood 
under existing industrial conditions, 
pledged the meeting to co-operation 
any movement for the protection of 


boys and girls in the rights of which, by 
poverty, negiect& or greed, they may be 
deprived It was decided to inform Sec- 
retary Fred J. Hall of the Committee on 
Child Labor of the action taken. 

It was also determined to appoint a com- 
mittee of three at a later date to repre- 
sent the meeting on both questions and 
to transmit to Gov. Odell, Mayor Low, and 
the Chairmen of the Committees on Cities 
in the Senate and Assembly the following 
resoiution on the matter of the tenement 
law: 

The Methodist Preachers’ Meeting of New York 
and vicinity, embracing in its membership over 
one hundred and fifty ministers in New York 
City, whose duties as pastors and missionaries 
bring them into immediate contact with the 
people in their homes, and who are therefore, 
by immediate observation, familiar with the 
facts and equities involved in the proposed 
changes in the tenement house laws now under 
consideration by the Legislature of the State, 
do most earnestly protest against any modifica- 
tion of the present laws which shall relax the 
provisions to secure proper air and space, light, 
sanitation, and privacy in tenement houses, or 
shall exempt from inspection and supervision ex- 
isting dwellings or those to be constructed, which 
are now under the law subject to the adminis- 
tration of the Tenement House Department.

There are more than 2,000,000,000 feet of 
standing pine of good quality involved in 
the transaction, together with the Duluth, 
Virginia and Rainy Lake Railway, which 
is now being built northward through the 
tiinber to the Canadian boundary 

Messrs. Ruggles, Cook, and their asso- 
ciates will now push the railway to the 


Canadian line and will market the timber, 
cutting it for mills here and elsewhere. 
They are building a mill at Virginia and 
will build more, while they have contracted 
to deliver many million feet annually to 
mills owned by other concerns. 

In addition to the vast quantity of white 
pine there are enormeus quantities of 
spruce for paper making, cedar, tamarack, 
and hard woods.

FALL RIVER MILLS’ DIVIDENDS. 


Quarterly Statement Issued—A Slight- 
ly Better Showing.

FALI. RIVER, Mass., March 2.—The 
quarterly statement of dividends paid by 
the mills here, prepared by G. M. Haffards 
& Co., show a gain of 3-100 of 1 per cent., 
as compared with the preceding quarter. 
On a capitalization of $21,368,000 a dis- 
bursement of $309,525 was made, or an 
average of 1.44 per cent. 

The Cornell and Laurel Lake Mills divi- 
dends increased from 1% to 2 per cent. In 
the corresponding quarter of last year the 
Arkwright Mill paid ™% per cent less, and 
the Barnaby, Sagamore, and Laurel Lake 
the same. The Seaconnet paid 1 per cent. 
as against 14 this vear. 

In the corresponding quarter of last year 
a very threatening wage agitation was on, 
which culminated in a 10 per cent. advance, 
and this has since been maintained, with 
full operation of all the mills. Conditions 
now do not favor a further advance, and 
none will be asked for until attempts have 
been made to bring up the wage scales in 
other places that may be controlled through 
the influence of the United Textile Work- 
ers’ Union.

DEATH OF PETER BOWE. 
Harlem Politician Who Was Elected 


Sheriff on the Irving Hall Ticket— 
Major of Tammany Regiment. 


Peter Bowe, ex-Sheriff, died yesterday in 
his residence at 80 West One Hundred and 
Nineteenth Street. He was born seventy- 
one years ago in Ireland. He received his 
education at the old Stanton Street School. 
He went into the commission business, but 
soon afterward he became an auctioneer.

CHICAGO, March 2.—President Clarence 
Knight said to-night that at the meeting 
to-day of the bondholders and stockholders 
of the Lake Street Elevated Railroad it was 
mdde clear that any first mortgage bond- 
holder who did not deposit his bonds with 
the Reorganization Committee and staid 
out with the expectation of being paid 
to come in would be disappointed.

There 
appears to be no reason why the stock and 
the income bonds should not be deposited 
since they can be withdrawn when a plan 
is proposed, if it be not satisfactory.

The District Attorney Talks of Police- 
men Who Forget in Court the 
Evidence Gathered. 


The action of Magistrate Crane, who dis- 
«<harged almost 150 prisoners, men and wo- 


men, gathered in by Capt. Gorman of the 
Mercer Street Station in a series of raids 
vn alleged illegal reserts in the Jefferson 
Market district last Saturday night, re- 
ceived the approval of District Attorney 
Jerome yesterday. 

Referring to a recent raid by Inspector 


McLaughlin on a house on Lexington Ave- 


nue, where t.Wwu Women, said to be In soci- 
ety, and a man were arrested and locked 
up all night, Mr. Jerome said: 

** Inspector McLaughlin.” he said, 


‘showed a good deal of inconsistency in 
that raid. It was an outrage. Not because 
some of the persons arrested were said to 
be in society, because if poor people had 
been arrested it would have been just as 
bad, but because a raid of that kind makes 
the law appear a farce. If an ordinary po- 
iceman had made this raid there would 
have been some excuse, but for an Inspec- 
tor in a case of this kind there is no ex- 
cuse.

Between the time 
the prisoner is arrested, however, and the 
time hé is taken to court, there is a power 
behind the throne that gets in its fine work, 
and, generally, the policeman next morning 
in court forgets most of the evidence that 
he had secured against his prisoners. There 
have been many mysterious dismissals of 
prisoners in excise cases of late for which 
there have been no good reasons.”

Government Charges Attempted 
Fraud with Mutilated Bills. 





R. F. Kenehan, Commander of the 
Zophar Mills, and a Woman Are Ar- 
rested by Treasury Agents. 


What the United States Secret Service 


‘agents, say was a scheme for defrauding 


the Treasury Department by means of mu- 
tilated bills and false affidavits failed yes- 
terday, and the failure carried with it the 
arrest of two persons.

Bosch of 1,273 Third Avenue, and the sec- 
ond that of Lieut. Richard F. Kenehan, for 
twenty-eight years a member of the New 
York Fire Department, and now the com- 
mander of the fireboat Zophar Mills. Both 
prisoners were arraigned separately yester- 
day before United States Commissioner 
Shields on charges of perjury.

Kenehan was pa- 
roléd in the custody of his counsel until 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Bosch, who says she is a widow, 
called at the Sub-Treasury in Wall Street 
on July 29 last, and presented the burned 
ends of two ten-dollar bills, together with 
an affidavit, in which she swore that on 
July 6 she was cleaning out an old bureau 
drawer in which were several old letters 
and papers which had been the property of 
rer husband, who died early in May. On 


the table, she said, was a roll of bills 
which contained about $110. The door bell 
rang, and hurriedly gathering up the pa- 
pers, she thrust them into the stove, and 
started to answer the bell. At the door 
she remembered the bills, anu, rushing back 
to the stove, was in time to pull the letters 
und papers from the fire. She said she 
found the roll of bills intact with the ex- 
cep*ion of the two ten-dollar bills, which 
were about two-thirds consumed. 

The Sub-Treasury paid to Mrs. Bosch 
two new ten-dcllar bills, and forwarded the 
burned remnants, with the affidavit, to the 
Redemption Bureau of the Treasury De- 
partment. 

A few weeks ago, according to William 
F. Flynn, Chief of the local Secret Service 
Bureau, the Sub-Treasury authorities re- 
ceived a letter containing the remnants of 
two ten-dollar bills. Accompanying the 
remnants of money was an affidavit stat- 
ing that the bills had been burned, and re- 
axting circumstances practically identical 
with the facts sworn to by Mrs. Bosch. A 
cleia recalicd the first affidavit and looked 
it up. He found, it is asserted, that the 
bills contained in the last letter received 
corresponded in number and series with 
those in the first aftidavit made by Mrs. 
Bosch. 

As a result warrants were sworn out for 
Mrs. Bosch and Kenehan. .The woman was 
arraigned yesterduy morning, and on ad- 
vice of Commissioner Shields made no 
statement beyond a general denial of guilt. 
She was in tears, however, and denied that 
fhe had sworn falsely. 

Lieut. Kenehan was arrested afterward 
at Fire Headquarters, and was arraigned 
before the Commissioner. In the court- 
room he appeared much distressed, but 
made no statement except through his 
counsel, who explained that a short time 
ago Lieut. Ronshan at Fire Headquarters 
received a registered letter containing the 
two remnants of bills. 

On reading the letter accompanying the 
bills, it was ascertained that the bills were 
not for him, however, and he laid the let- 
ter with its contents aside. Later both let- 
ter and contents were stolen from his desk. 
Through his lawyer, Lieut. Kenehan denied 
that the affidavit accompanying the bills 
was either written or signed by him. Ac- 
cording to his lawyer he denied acquaint- 
ence with Mrs. Bosch.

NEW BRUNSWICK, March 2.—Ex-Sena- 
tor Robert Adrain, representing Samuel F. 
Wrlie and Frederick Weigel as trustees in 
bankruptcy of William F. Fisher & Co., 
has filed an answer to a suit instituted in 
in the Court of Chancery by the Empire 
State Trust Company of New York to fore- 
close a mortgage on lands formerly owned 
by William F. Fisher & Co., brick manu- 
facturers, The answer attacks every mort- 
gage mentioned in the bill of complaint as 
fraudulent, and refers to a scheme to de- 
fraud the creditors of the firm. 

The Empire Trust Company instituted 
the foreclosure proceedings to recover on 
a note of $15,000 given by the firm on Aug. 
13, 1902. To secure the note,.the bill al- 
leged, the firm gave a mortgage on certain 
lands. It has been.alleged also that on 
Sept. 10, 1902, William F. Fisher gave an- 
other mortgage to the Broadway Trust 
Company of New York for $15,000; also 
that William F. Fisher & Co. executed an- 
other mortgage on Sept. 13, 1902, to William 
F. Fisher to secure the payment of some 
amount not. to exceed $10,000; another to 
William F. Fisher to secure to him the re- 
Payment of another sum_not to _ exceed 
*20,000, and-another to Freida Hart on 
Sept. 15, 1902, to secure the repayment of a 
sum of money not to exceed $10,000, 

On Oct. 7 last a petition in bankruptcy 
was filed. The trust company has declared 
that the mortgage held by it should be sat- 
isfled ahead of all other claims. 

The trustees have declared that the mort- 
ages were given with the intent and pur- 
pose to hinder and defraud creditors, and 
that the mortgages were not taken in good 
faith and for a fair present consideration. 
They alleged that the loan of $15,000 was 
made through Max Hart of New York City, 
who solicited the loan, and that the loan 
was practically matie on the strength and 
credit of Hart, who was the indorser on 
the note. 

The answer declared also “‘ that the mort- 
gage was executed for the purpose and the 
effect of giving the control of the said 
William F. Fisher & Co.'s brick manufact- 
uring plant to the Empire Trust Company 
and Max Hart for the purpose and intent 
of hindering and delaying and defrauding 
the creditors of the William F. Fisher & 
Co., and that at the time of the giving of 
the mortgage to the Empire Trust Corm- 
pany there was a mortgage held by the 
National Bank of New Jersey for $24,000, 
dated Oct. 17, 1901.

THE WEATHER. 








WASHINGTON, March 2.—An area of high 
pressure of great magnitude covers the eastern 
half of the country and continues to dominate the 
weather conditions east of the Rocky Mountains. 
Pressure is low over the plateau region and on 
the Pacific and a disturbance is appar- 
ently approaching the Oregon coast. There has 
been no precipitation of consequence in any dis- 
trict, excent in Northern California and on the 
Northern plateau. The temperature has risen in 
the lower lake region and the Upper Ohio Valley 
and also in the Southwest. 

Fair weather is probable Tuescay in all dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky Mountains. The weather 
Wednesday will also be fair, except in the South- 
west and in the Rocky Mountain region, where 
rain is probable. Somewhat higher temperatures 
will prevail in the Southwest, over the eastern 
slope, and in the Middle and Lower Mississippi 
Valley. The winds along the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coasts will be mostiy Nght and variable; on Lake 
Michigan, fresh southerly. 

The Mississippi at Memphis is rising slowly, 
the stage to-night being 34.3, a rise of two- 
tenths ot a foot in the last twenty-four hours. 
The stage at Vicksburg is 44.7, a rise of four- 
tenths of a foot. The Lower Ohio continues to 
fall, but is above the danger line in portions of 
the Cincinnati district. It is expected to pass 
a fifty-foot stage at all stations in this district 
Tuesday.

Seven Games to be Played in Jersey 
City and Eight in Chicago— 
Stake $200 a Side. 





An intercity handball match has been 
arranged between ‘‘ Mike’’ Egan of Jer- 
sey City, the world’s champion, and Louis

Egan has been playing in excellent form 
all through the season, and last Sunday 
gave a spiendid exhibition of his speed and 
skill in the final games of the match, which 
he and James Flaherty of the Jersey City 
Handball Club won from Janes Dunne, 
Jr., and Dr. Shea of the Brooklyn Handball 
Club. The champion expert was never in 
better condition than he now is, and his 
friends believe that he will win handily 
from the Chicago man. Very little regard- 
ing Keegan's ability has been heard in the 
East of late, but some of the leading play- 
ers here assert that he is in prime shape 
for this contest and that Egan will find 
in him a dangerous opponent.

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THE OPPOSITION TO THE ALDRICH 
BILL. 

The Treasury continues to make large 
Grafts upon the country’s supply of 
money, and these withdrawals—in the 
form of customs receipts—must become 
heavier as imports increase. Yet there 
is presented to the eyes of the people the 
astonishing spectacle of an obstructive 
cabal of two or three Senators organized 
for the avowed purpose of preventing 
the passage of the Aldrich bill to enable 
the Secretary of the. Treasury to restore 
these revenue moneys to the channels of 
trade by depositing them in banks upon 
the security of certain specified classes 
of bonds. 

A most unpleasant rumor is heard in 
Washington in explanation of these ob- 
structive tactics. The goes that 
certain Senators are “short of the mar- 
ket.”” It is very well known that in the 
financial district of this city the passage 
of the Aldrich bill is earnestly desired. 
Stock market prices would naturally be 
expected to rise on the passage of this 
bill; and to fall if it should fail. Reason- 
ing in this way, it is said, the Senatorial 
*‘pool”’ has sold stocks short, counting 
upon reaping its profit when prices 
break under the news that the bill has 
no chance of passing at this session. The 
story is almost too shocking for belief. 
But if Wall Street has evidence of its 
truth it might not be difficult in the 
present narrow and dull market to give 
mercenary Senators a taste of the un- 
certainties of speculation, especially upon 
the short side. At any rate, it is likely 
that the contingency of the defeat of 
the Aldrich bill has already been dis- 
counted by the market after its fashion. 

It passes understanding how any Sen- 
ator, no matter from what State he may 
come, can with a mind at once intelligent 
and honest oppose this bill. It is a meas- 
uré not for the relief of Wall Street, but 
for averting from the whole cotintry the 
grave inconvenience and loss of a cur- 
rency shortage.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Thanks to the length of time that so 
often separates the acceptance and the 
publication of a magazine article, one in 
The March Cosmopolitan contains a pict- 
ure and a paragraph that would almost 
certainly have been eliminated had the au- 
thor done his work within the past few 
weeks. And that would have been a pity, 
for both the picture and the paragraph 
have gained particular interest from the 
course of recent events and bear directly 
upon a current controversy of great public 
importance. The writer is Prof. CLARENCE 
A. Maxrtix, who holds the Chair of Archi- 
tecture at Cornell, and his subject is ‘‘ The 
Selection of a Home,” with special refer- 
ence to the effect upon health of drainage 
and the character of soil. After giving 
some very good advice—which is rendered 
slightly unpractical by the fact that most 
folks select the home they can get, not the 
one they would like—the professor presents 
a beautiful panoramic photograph of 
Ithaca, lying in its hollow of the hills, and 
then says: *‘As the writer sits at his win- 
dow, overlooking the city in the valley, he 
sees litcrally hundreds of houses, many of 
thern ample, and with a well-to-do air, and 
not a few of them elaborate and evidently 
the abode of wealth, built upon a low, flat, 
sodden plain, with the low-water mark 
anywhere from two to six feet below the 
surface of the earth, and the high-water 
mark anywhere from‘the surface of the 
lawns to the level of the finest floor, and 
with cesspools and wells of drinking water 
hobnobbing in brotherly love in spite of 
the Beard of Hea!th, a good sewerage sys- 
tem, and a fair city water supply.’’ Now 
that, it strikes us, is a most inconvenient 
expression of opinion about Ithaca as it 
has been for many years, coming as it does 
at just the time when the university au- 
thorities and their injudicious friends are 
making desperate efforts to prove that all 
responsibility for the deaths of almost a 
score of Cornell students from typhoid 
fever rests upon the municipality and the 
water company. Writing when no epidemic 
was in progress, Prof. MARTIN, while he 
did not, indulge in alarming prophecy, made 
his expectations sufficiently plain to all 
who can read between his lines. And what 
he saw from his window was doubtless 
seen by other members of the Cornell Fac- 
ulties and by several of the Trustees! A 
hint as to the quality of public sentiment 
in Ithaca is given in the professor's next 
paragraph, which, after alluding to fine 
building sites innumerable on the hills sur- 
rounding the city, concludes: ‘“ Let a con- 
siderable majonty of the people prefer to 
live in the valley, with all of its unbear- 
able oppressiveness, rather than on the 
hillside, with its fine air, fine drainage, and 
perfect views, and, not only that, they must 
needs revile a ‘freak’ one who dares 
exult in his freedom,’’

——-Among the addresses delivered in the 
course of the exercises commemorating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Johns Hopkins, 
most attention has been attracted in the 
South by that of Dr. E. A. ALDERMAN, the 
President of ‘Tulane University, whose sub- 
ject was “The South—an Interpretation.” 
It was certainly a brilliant oratorical ef-

PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXATION. 


7'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

It has repeatedly cccurred of late that 
when in discussing the taxation of personal 
property I have urged that the taxing of 
mere evidences of debt, such as mortgages, 
railroad bonds, and bond deposits, was ob- 
jectionable, as being always double taxa- 
tion, I have been told that 1 was a ‘*‘ Henry 
George man.” 

Now, as I understand the matter, 
George's fundamental doctrine is that the 
entire beneficial 


interest in land is or 
should be in the public, and that, conse- 
quently, the person having the title to such | 


land should be taxed the full annual value 
of its use, in place of a certain percentage 
of such value, as at present. Because of 
the enormous public revenue that would 
acerue from such land tax, George further 
argues that all other taxation should be 
abolished as unnecessary, and so his theo- 
ries have come to be known as the “ single- 
tax doctrine.” 

In such a doctrine I am no more a be- ! 
liever thar I am in Christian Science or 
Bryanism or the Book of Mormon, but it 
has nothing whatever to do with the merits 
of taxation of personal property, and how 
under the heavens people have come to con- 
fuse the two in thelr minds passes my 
comprehensiocn. P Vv.

THE FRENCH OIL MONOPOLY. 


Refiners Say It will Result 
Profits for Americans. 


PARIS, March 2.--The adoption by the 
Chamber of Deputies on Saturday of the 
principle of a Government monopoly of pe- 
troleum has brought out a number of en- 
ergetic protests from leading refiners, 

The Francais publishes interviews with 
representatives of the trade, who take a 


gloomy view of the outlook. They agree in 
saying that the American company will get 
the benefit of the depression of the French 
industry. M. Deutsch says the additional 
tax means more profits for the Americans, 
as the French industry is rarely able to 
compete with the Americans under the 
present tax. 

Another leading refiner characterizes the 
action taken as giving the Americans the 
open door to France. 

M. Fenaille says the tax practically ex- 
tinguishes protection against American pe- 
troleum refiners, and asserts that a Govern- 
ment monopoly is impracticable. 

M. Deutsch is further quoted as saying 
that the action of the Chamber shows a 
Socialistic tendency toward giving Govern- 
ment monopoly universal application. 

Consul General Gowdy's records show 
that petroleum is the third largest Ameri- 
can import into France, coming next to cot- 
ton and copper and aggregating in value 
last year $7,463,000. The Consul General 
says that the American company has ex- 
tensive receiving plants and tanks through- 
out France, but he is unable to foresee the 
effect of the law on Americans. 


ENGINEERING STANDARDIZATION. 


Big Results Expected from the British 
Committee’s Work. 


LONDON, March 2.—The report of the 
Engineering Standardization Committee has 
been completed. The. committee com- 
menced work in June, 1901, and its recom- 
mendations in regard to the standardiza- 
tion of various iron and steel sections ap- 
proximate very closely to those adopted in 
the United States and Germany. 

It is estimated that the standardization 
will result in saving millions of pounds 
eterling annually to the British manufact- 
urer and user. In structural steel alone the 
reduction of cost, it is said, will amount to 
$4,750,000 annually, and it is held that the 
standardization will enable the British 
manufacturer to deliver more quickly and 
avoid the delay which has resulted in the 
United States securing so many locomo- 
tive and bridge contracts for South Africa 
and Egypt. 

The British Government has promised the 
co-operation of all the heads of depart- 
ments, and is determined to enforce the 
use of standards, so that in an emergency 
it may be able to get its requirements from 
3ritish firms.

MME. ROGER MICLOS’S RECITAL. 


Mme. Roger Miclos, the French pianist, 
who so strongly disappointed those of her 
hearers who heard her good performance 
with orchestra at her first appearance, 
and then her poor playing at her first re- 


cital a week later, gave a second recital 
vesterday afternoon in Mendelssohn Hall. 


Her programme was devoted entirely to 
Schumann and Chopin, of whose music she 
is said to make a specialty. It included 
Schumann's * Etudes Sy mphoniques,”’ 
Chopin's G minor Ballade, D flat nocturne, 
i= ruinor prelude, and B flat minor Scherzo, 


(instead of the one in C sharp minor set 
dcwn on the programme,) five numbers 
from Schumann's Fantaisiestiicke, Op. 12, 


and Chopin's C sharp minor waltz and A 


ilat polonaise. 

Her performance was in some respects an 
improvement over that in her previous re- 
cital, For one thing it was better in the 
elementary matter of technique. She played 
many false notes, but far fewer 
did before, and she seemed less 
nervous. There was something more of re- 
pose and self-restraint about it. She 
seemed more in sympathy with much of the 
music But after all has been said that 
ean be in her favor she is still far from 
reaching within reasonable distance of a 
satisfying interpreter of the two com- 
posers for whose music she avows such a 
preference. ‘The most conspicuous quali- 
ties that would make her so she is singu- 
larly deficient in, a poetic spirit, fine sen- 
sibility, and a feeling for beauty of tone, 
for rhythm and for clear articulation and 
fine phrasing. 

Her most satisfactory playing was of the 
pieces from Schumann's * Fantaisiestiicke,”’ 
notably of ‘‘ Des Abends,”’ ‘‘ In der Nacht,"’ 
and ‘‘ Grillen;’’ ‘*‘ Warum,’’ as she played 
it, lacked the deeper underlying tenderness 
that informs the music. Her performance 
of Schumann's ‘Etudes Symphoniques ° 
was not inspiring. It had music and a sort 
of petulent violence rather than the im- 
posing breadth, energy, and firmness that 
it needs, and the rich imagination and 
wide divergency of moods that fill it she 
sketched in the merest outline. One of 
Mme. Roger-Miclos's most irritating char- 
acteristics is her teudency to wrench and 
distort rhythms, apparently with deliberate 
intention and as a means of expression. This 
tendency injured many passages of the 
‘Etudes Symphoniques ’’ under her hands, 
and in one of the variations quite changed 
the character of the piece from a rhythm 
of six pulses to one of four. 

Another of her characteristics is her care- 
lessness in finishing phrases, that leaves 
an impression of disorder and of rough- 
ness in many passages. Both of these were 
in evidence in her performance of Chopin's 
G minor ballade. There was impetuosity 
and fire in the B flat minor scherzo, and in 
the E minor prelude she laid bare the 
heart of the music—which ought not, in 
that case, to be a task of great difficulty 
for a well-equipped pianist; it appealed 
to the audience, and she was persuaded 
without great difficulty to repeat it. The 
nocturne she also played with intelligence, 
in abundant tone, and a feeling for its 
more obvious effects. 

Mme. Roger-Miclos, it must be confessed, 
has not, in either of her two recitals, done 
much to justify the hopes that have been

rested upon her European reputation and 
the success of her first performance for 
an important addition to the artistic en- 


joyment of the musical season through 
her playing. There have been several pian- 
ists of considerably greater power and in- 
fluence heard here this season—and it has 
not been an important season in pianoforte 
playing at that. 


RELIGIOUS TRUST WANTED. 


Prof. Peabody Told Presbyterians That 
Church Interests Should Be Pooled 
—Prosperous Churches. 


The Presbyterian Union was addressed 
in the Hotel Savoy last evening by Prof. 
Francis G. Peabody of Cambridge anu 
the Rev, Dr. Josiah Strong. Both speak- 
ers laid especial emphasis on the social 
mission of Christianity and declared it 
must make itself a part of modern life and 
save the body as well as the soul. Robert 
C, Ogden presided. 

Dr. Peabody said that there seemed to be 
some danger that the Church would be 
left behind in the rush of modern life. In 
the past individualism had been emphasized 
chiefly, but the Ghurch now must “ claim 
all things’ for its own. He said there was 
no separation betweén the.sacred and the 


secular, and declared that “no young man 
could be a modern Christian unless he kept 
his body clean and strong.” 
‘Some have thought and said,’’ Dr. Pea- 
body continued, “that all the Church can 
do in the modern commercialized world is 
to tend its own Jight and leave the world 
to struggle for itself, but the fact is that 
this same commercialized, materialized, 
sordid world is the best chance for the 
Church to justify itseli. I had almost said 
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the last chance. If it does not show its 
power to do practical work in this world, 
it will be regarded, as many already do re- 
gard it, as a club for the prosperous and a 
frill for the sentimental. Business is not 
business but religion. There is much talk 
of trusts, but I think the one thing we 
need is a religious trust to suppress some- 
how small competition among us, pool our 
interests, concentrate our funds, stop inter- 
necine strife.”’ 

Dr. Josiah Strong said he had heard a 
divine declare that the Church was “ not 
concerned with a man’s dirty face, or his 
bare back, or his empty stomach, only with 
his soul,”’ but surely the Master had con- 
cerned Himself with men's bodies. ‘‘ When 
a men loves God he is saved,” he said, 
““when he loves his neighbor, society is 
saved, and this is the sociological age.”’ 

Dr. Strong said that the 112 churches in 
New York that do so-called institutional 
work, conduct hospitals, coal yards, gym- 
nasiums, are the most prosperous, and 
that the denomination that does the most 
of such work, the Episcopal, has had the 
largest growth, and he mentioned especial- 
ly St. George's and St. 3artholomew’'s 
Churches. 

President Ogden read an invitation from 
the Dutch Reformed Church Union, invit- 
ing the members of the Presbyterian Union 
to be present at a gathering in the Hotel 
Savoy on April 16, at which President

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JUSTICE GAYNOR 
PLEADS FOR ORDER 


Good Officials Should Not Over- 
step the Law. 








Bad Men Will Use Such Conduct as a 
Precedent — Anti-Trust Legislation 
in Many States, He Declares, 

a Rank Failure. 





Justice William J. Gaynor of the Su- 
preme Court was the principal speaker at 
a meetings of the Mens’ League of Christ 
Evangelical Lutheran Church at Lafayette 
Avenue and Broadway, Brookiyn, last 
night, his subject being ‘‘ What does Free 
Government Mean?” 

During the course of his address he made 
many pointed allusions to what he termed 
the usurpation of the functions of the 
judiciary by the executive, which were un- 
derstood by many in the large audience to 
refer to various recent methods adopted 
by District Attorney Jerome in obtaining 
evidence against alleged illegal houses. 

He was applauded vigorously. All officers 
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of the law, he maintained, were creatures 
of the law, and bound to keep within its 
bounds. For any man to go beyond the 
law with motives however good, he said, 
Was dangerous and was not to be coun- 
tenanced for a moment. 

The speaker referred vigorously to the ! 
legislation that has already been framed 


and is being framed by both State and Na- 
tion against trusts, and it his 
opinion that no man with any knowledge 
of the history of commerce could be made 
to believe that any so-called anti-trust law 
was of any practical benefit.

Justice Gaynor, who was introduced to 
the big ussemblage by ex-Mayor Charles 
A. Schieren as *“‘ The Man of the Hour, the 
Man of Destiny, began nis address by 
Biving detailed definitions ot a iree pov- 
ernment and a despotism. A free govern- 


ment, he said, was a government organized 
and maintained by the people themselves, 
with laws made by the people chemselves 
for themselves and executed by officers 
chosen by the people themselves. 

“ Always bear in mind,’’ said the speaker, 
“that the laws were made primarily and 
then were chosen men as instruments to en_ 
force these laws. So it was in the begin- 
ning, so it is now, the law takes precedence. 
Such officers as are elected to enforce 
soem are subject to the will of the peo- 
pie. 

“As Justice Miller, one of the greatest 
Judges that ever adorned the United States 
Supreme Court bench, said, * No man in this 
country is so high that he is above the law.’ 
No one can listen with patience to a man 
who comes into office for a brief term and 
claims that he can do things outside the 
law. 

“No man is so good that he can go 
beyond the iaw, and there is no more dan- 
gerous man than the well-meaning * good’ 
official who attempts to go beyond the law. 
If we have a good Mayor or a good Prose- 
cutur, they should keep strictly within the 
law, tor later on they may be succeeded 
by bad officials who will follow their goud 
preacecessors in overstepping the law.’ 

The speaker then read from Lincoln's 
speech at Gettysburg, in which the Presi- 
dent in his peroration referred to the “ gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, and 
for the people.” ** People.”’ the Justice 
said, * did not refer to people without visi- 
ble means of support, but to the well-to-do, 
the prosperous American people.”’ 

He then quoted a number of sections of 
the Constitution, which he said were es- 
pecially formed to safeguard the individual 
rights of the people. He said that the 
Constitution ofthe country and the Con- 
Btitutions of the States could be outgrown 
with the growth of the country and the 
Btate. 

‘“*But these constitutions were made by 
your fathers,”’ he continued. “You, the 
people, can easily change them. Likewise 
the laws can be changed. The laws are be- 
ing constantly changed by the Anglo-Saxon 


people. These people are constantly repeat- 
ing outgrown laws like a snake sheds its 
skin. 


“therefore, with such recourse, it is 
hardly the thing tor any official to under- 
take to transcend the laws. They are your 
safeguard. All the powers from the Presi- 
dent down to the policeman cannot molest 
you except by law.” 

The speaker quoted the law which says: 
warrants shall issue, but upon prob- 
2» cause supported by oath or affirma- 
tion,’’ &c. ‘It is such safeguards as this,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘that make every man’s 
home his castle. I mention such laws as 
these so that you will have a feeling of 
resentment when you see them violated.” 

‘“‘How, then, is the law to be adminis- 
tered? If you have a suspicion about a 
house, instead of having it sacked, watch 
it. Watch it carefully. If you finally see 
evidence that the law is being violated 
there, go to a Justice and get a warrant in 
an orderly manner. If it should turn out 
that the house is so orderly that you find 
nothing to justify the swearing out of a 
warrant, why, then, in all conscience go 
home and let it alone. 

“Even the statute of our State forbids 
the existence of a disorderly house within 
200 feet of your home under the Landlord 
and Tenant act. Under this act you may 
get rid of it. The law is ample, the law is 
orderly. 

“The first demand of the law is to keep 
within the law. Let us not be the first to 
let go of these safeguards and let abuses 
creep in. Free government is a government 
of laws, not men.”’ 

Justice Gaynor later approached the trust 
question. ‘“‘ We have in this State an anti- 
trust law,” he said. ‘‘ Nearly every State 
in the Union has an anti-trust law, and in 
Washington they are grinding out similar 
laws. So far as we can trace back there 
never was one of these laws that did not 
prove a rank failure. and that did not do 
more harm than good. 

“No one who has read the history of 
eommerce can refrain from saying on 
this subject ‘go slow.’ Clamor is a very 
poor guide. It is strange what a lot of 
noise a few noisy persons can make. Leg- 
islation along this line should be done by 
the most careful investigation and 
to satisfy any clamor of the hour 

‘I think that the whole trouble will 
eventually simmer down to a question 
railroad rates. This, I think, is the seat. 
The railroads, we must remember, are pub- 
lic highways, and when a few men can get

cheaper than the remainder of the people 
things have reached a deplorable state. 
When that evil is corrected I think the 
trust problem will be solved.’’

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ROLL OF RETIRED TEACHERS. 


New Requirement to Keep Them in 


Closer Touch with the Depart- 
ment of Education. 


Retired school teachers will in future 
have to keep in closer touch with the De- 
partment of Education in regard to record- 
ing their addresses and establishing that 
they exist. ‘‘ We have not,’’ said Secretary 
A. Emerson Palmer yesterday, “ been able 
to satisfactorily keep the run of them, and 
propose now to have an accurate end sys- 
tematic record of them.” 

There are about 500 retired teachers. To 
each has been forwarded a circular which 
Says in part: 

The Board of Education believes that it should 
keep in closer touch with you than heretofore, 
and wishes that you should consider yourselves 
—as it considers you—still vitally associated with 
the public school system, with which you were 
so long actively and honorably connected. As 
one means to this end, it is of the gpinion that 
your correct addresses should be kept on file in 
the board's offices, and any change of address 
recorded, 

There is no desire to impose any needless bur-

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den on you, but good business management 
renders it important—nay, necessary—that you 
should report to the board from time to time. 
As your retirement checks are paid 
through the Department of Finance, this board 
has no means of keeping in communication with 
you unless you write to it at intervals.

Livery STAPLE KEEPER'S LIABILITY.— 
David Reich is a livery keeper in 
Brooklyn. Benjamin Bergman in Decem- 
ber, 1901, hired seventeen coaches from 
him, to be used at a wedding. At the same 
time he entered into an agreement with 
Reich to take care of such other teams as 
shonld come from a distance. Reich sup- 
plied Bergman with his business cards, 
marked ‘'O K,”’ te identify persons whose 
carriages were to be taken care of. John J. 
McKillop, a guest at the wedding, was one 
of those who came from a distance, and 
after having stabled his horses at Reich's 
place he was told by the person in charge 
to put certain personal property which he 


stable 


had in his carriage in the office of the 
stable Meckillop did so, and in going out 


saw Reich and told him what he had done. 
Reich said, “ All right.” After the wed- 
ding, when McKillop went to the stable, his 
property had disavpeared. Secme time later 
he made a personal demand for it, but it 
was not returned, nor did Reich make any 
explanation. A judgment of the Municipal 
Court dismissing McKillop'’s complaint in 
his action against Reich has been reversed 
by the Second Appellate Division. The 
Appellate Court holds that Reich was lia-

FIREWORKS DEALERS HEARD. 





Low Fire Insurance Rates Urged as a 
Reason for No Change in the 
City Ordinance. 


Ex-Assistant Corporation Counsel Charies 
Blandy at a hearing before Mayor Low 
yesterday brought out the fact that the 
yearly rate of fire insurance charged by 
the old line fire insurance companies on 
buildings in this city where fireworks are 
stored, manufactured, or sold was about 
one-half the rate charged by these compa- 
nies on buildings used for other commer- 
cial purposes. 

Mr. Blandy urged the Mayor to make no 
change in the ordinances for the storage of 
fireworks as proposed by the Municipal 
Explosives Commission. He maintained 
that the percentage of fires in places where 
fireworks are handled is very low. The 


Mayor inquired of Mr. Blandy whether he 
did not think some changes are necessary 
in the ordinances governing the display of 
fireworks in the streets in view of the re- 
cent fatal accident in Madison Square. Mr. 
Blandy said he most certainly did, and he 
added that the manufacturers and dealers 
are willing to submit to any change the 
administration may deem proper for the 
protection of life and property.

Absolute Decree Granted on Referee’s 
Report—The Mother to Have Cus- 
tody of the Child. 


Ex-Assistant District Attorney J. Lindsay 
Gordon has been divorced. Justice Blanch- 
ard, sitting in the Supreme Court, yesterday 
signed an interlocutory decree of absolute 
divorce in favor of Emily A. Gordon, con- 
firming the report of O. H. Sanderson as 
referee. By the decree the plaintiff gets 
the custody of the only child of the union, 
Edith C. Gordon. 

Friends of the Gordons, who are socially 
prominent in three States, were astonished 
in January to learn that the couple had 
separated and that‘ Mr. Gardon had sold 
the house at 55 East Forty-ninth Street, 
where they had lived since the marriage. 
The ceremony was performed April 20, 1809, 
in Philadelphia, where the wedding was one 
of the social events of the year. Mrs. Gor- 
don was Miss Emily Adele Schlichter, the 
daughter of Isaac Schlichter, a wealthy 
manufacturer of that city. 

Mr. Gordon, who was a member of one 
of the oldest and best families of Virginia, 
was a speaker at the banquet of the South- 
ern Society at the Waldorf-Astoria two 
winters before the marriage. Mrs. Gordon, 
then Miss Schlichter, was one of a party 


who occupied a box in the Astor Gallery 
on that occasion and listened to the 
speeches. That delivered by Mr. Gordon 
impressed her greatly. She became a warm 
admirer of him, and shortly after they 
were presented by mutual friends. Gordon 


is a son of Gen. George Lindsay Gordon, 
who was killed in the civil war, and is the 
grandson of Gen. William F. Gordon, for 
many years a member of Congress from 
Virginia. Mr. Gordon himself at the age of 
twenty-six was a member of the Virginia 
State Senate. He came to New York ten 
years ago, and has since become prominent 
in Tammany Hall politics.

Supt. O’Leary, Deputy Factory Inspec- 
tors, and Police Create Excitement. 


There was much excitement in the 
Brownsville section of Brooklyn yesterday 
afternoon when Superintendent Daniel 
O'Leary of the License Bureau, State De- 
partment of Labor, with twenty Deputy 
Factory Inspectors and ten policemen, ap- 
peared there and visited about fifty alleged 
sweatshops against which complaint had 
been made.
